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= THOSE "BROWN” BLACK VULCANITE TOKENS = 

By David E. Schenkman 

Regarding color changes on hard rubber tokens, I have been experimenting with 
this for several years. Exposing black tokens to direct sunlight will change the color 
to brown, but not in all cases. I have done it with a few tokens. 

Another way to change color is by cleaning. Over the years I've cleaned many 
of my tokens to remove the dirt and crud that so often gets between the letters on 
hard rubber and celluloid tokens. Usually I use a soft toothbrush and some sort of 
mild detergent. A liquid dish soap works fine, as does regular bar soap made into a 
lather. The only problem with this is that occasionally a black token will turn brown. 
For some reason tWs occurs sometimes on Just one side of the token, leaving a brown/ 
black tokenl I have also experienced streaking on occasion. 

The reason for my experiments is that I have seen tokens described or offered for 
sale as brown or black /brown that should have been black, and I wanted to satisfy my 
own mind that this was not as made. Number 293B in Fuld's catalogue of hard rubber 
tokens is listed as brown obverse and black reverse. I examined the Fuld piece, and 
the color has changed since manufacture. I have never seen a black /brown token that 
I though was as made. 

The point is, you should be veiry skeptical of any token such as the one you men- 
tioned in the last Fare Box that normally comes black, but is found with what you 
called a "brownish hue." 

Incidentally all of my experiments were done with damaged tokens of low value, 
and they were all destroyed after I was done with them, for obvious reasons.

= A BRONZE PASS FOR PAN AMERICAN AIRWAYS = 

Recently Marie Johnson telephoned from Michigan to report finding an interesting 
metal pass issued March 3, 1939, "for the first passenger flight following the christen- 
ing of the Yankee Clipper by Mrs. Franklin Delano Roosevelt," The pass is gilded 
bronze, but the Pan American logo is blue -enameled on the Globe, and gold encrusted 
for the map of South and Central America. 

Marie sent along a photograph of the piece, exact size, which is reproduced below. 
It is a very unusual item, and will be auctioned by Joseph Lepczyk in February. How- 
ever , after consulting Hal Ford we decided that we wouldn’t list such an item in Atwood 
because it is inscribed for a specific individual. Metal passes in our catalogue must be 
for general use: "Pass the Bearer" and not limited to any particular individual. 

Nevertheless this is quite a striking piece. It would be interesting to learn more 
about the occasion in Anacostia on March 3, 1939, when presumably Mrs. Roosevelt 
christened that Yankee Clipper.

The auction (#43) was held at the joint convention of The Toronto International Coin 
Fair and The International Numismatic Society, November 20-21, 1981. 

I would like also, at this time, to relate a story to you and the readers of The Fare 
Box. The story is about the Canadian Government and how they are trying to eliminate 
any purchases of numismatic material and publications outside of Canada. 

It started about 3 years ago. The government devalued the Canadian dollar, to 
where it fell below 8O0-85<t in terms of the U.S. dollar. This was done despite the fact 
that the Canadian economy was and is in better financial shape than the U.S. and many 
other industrialized countries. It now costs Canadians from $1,20 to $1.23 to buy one 
U.S. dollar. 

As if that measure was not damaging enough, some provinces applied a salex tax 
to the purchase of any numismatic items. Although there is no federal customs duty 
on tokens, medals or coins, the authorities will hold any items not clearly identified. 
This delay can take up to two weeks. All packages are insepcted, opened, and sub- 
ject to damage. 

Previously our postal rates were similar. Commencing January 1, the Canadian 
rates will sky-rocket. Example; first class mail per ounce to the U.S. will jump from 
17$ to about 33$ or 35$. Ad^tionally all numismatic items must be sent by registered 
mail, at the new rate for registered mail. As you know we have been plagued by ter- 
rible service and many strikes. These increases in postage rates do not mean better 
service and no strikes. It now takes at least one week for a letter to arrive. It 
takes much longer for journals and papers. Most of the time I receive my journals and 
auction catalgues after the expire date or too close to that date, to submit any bids. 
Any subscriptions from the U.S. are now double the previous rate, just for the post- 
age alone in U.S. dollars. 

What I am trying to point out is the frustrations we Canadian collectors must put 
up with. Our hobby protection act failed to be passed in Parliament. Our postal ser- 
vice has deteriorated, while the rates have exploded. Our dollar is suppressed art- 
ificially. Please let our American friends know what is occurring.

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= NY 630 AX: SPECIAL TOKEN FOR SPECIAL FARE = ^

The long-awaited release of NY 630 AX was achieved with the seasonal opening of 
Aqueduct Race Track on the first meeting of the new year 1982. 

The race track has its own subway stop on the 8th Avenue "A” line, which runs 
.from 207th Street in upper Manhattan right out to Matt Avenue in Far Rockaway. stop- 
ping at 49 stations along the route , ten of which are interchangeable to two or more 
other lines of the subway system's network of tracks. This was a great system to 
bring the weary city people out to the Rockaways in the old days where they could let 
off steam and enjoy the ocean during the hot summer weekends. Level areas of idle 
land were developed between Woodhaven and Ozone Park and the long desired race 
track was at last available to the regular man on the street. He could take the sub- 
way there , the station having been added to the nearby "A" line with trains stopping 
there "only when the horses are running." The rest of the year it may as weU be in 
Timbuktu for only the seagulls stop there. 

With the birth of Idlewild Ai:^ort (later renamed John F. Kennedy Airport) in the 
nearby marshes an improved rapid transit requirement arose, and an express train 
was introduced to speed travelers to and from the hotel area around Central Park 
South. The Train To The Plane runs from 57th Street & Avenue of the Americas to 
pick up the "A" line roadbed at Washington Square and continue on the "A" line track- 
age out to Howard Beach where passengers change from the three- car express train 
to express buses, to whisk them into the airport arrival and departure complex. Be- 
fore picking up the "A" line the Train To The Plane made four stops along the Sixth 
Avenue line ; after going over to the 8th Avenue line a further four stops were made. 
Air crew members and airline passengers were happy to pay extra for the service. 

The fare was payable by tickets from the start both ways. To accommodate the 
jet setters the express train included the race track stop when the horses are run- 
ning, if a stop was requested by any passenger. 

This season's opening of the track saw an added feature . After 2: 30 the ex- 
press stops to pick up any jet setter who has had it with the horses and still have 
$5.00 left to purchase the special token (NY 630 AX). A special booth is set up at 
the end of the platform which is railed off at this time, 2:30 pm to the last race. 

Three attendants handle the traffic. The token can only be purchased at this time 
on the spot, and is deposited ten feet away from the token clerk while a gate atten- 
dant stands by. There is a platform man to make sure all goes well. 

Unconfirmed reports have it that only 4,000 of the tokens exist; 2,000 in safe- 
keeping, and the remainder out there. Few tokens ever leave the area. At the 
other end of the platform the slower "A" train is picking up passengers using the 
current 754 token (NY 630 AT).

= NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD = 

According to an article in Passenger Transport for October 30, 1981, the new 
Greater Bridgeport Transit District listing is a convenience fare, which leads me to 
believe that there is no discount from the cash fare when purchasing this token. 

The tokens are sold 10 for $6 and the purchaser gets a People Mover Value Fare 
coupon booklet. Coupons are worth about $1 discounts at participating merchants. 

Boise Urban Stages (BUS) increased their adult fares last year and issu^ a 
new token. They inherited the earlier Boise tokens. ID 100 A B C H 1 are back 
in circulation, but in short supply. Hence the new issue, which N. I.S. will handle. 

Grant Schmalgemeier learned about the Ford City token last summer. It has 
been in use a number of years, on a little shuttle bus that operates around a huge 
shopping center known as Ford City because, during World War II, there was a 
Ford Plant on the site. Tokens are sold 5 for $1 and N.t.S. will supply the token 
to its members. But it's taking a while to obtain the tokens. Grant is getting them 
In dribs and drabs, as they would not sell us a quantity. We now have almost suf- 
ficient to send them out. A little while longer will do it. 

Recently Chicago raised its cash fare to 90<:. The new token, and IL 150 Z, 
are sold at 10 for $8.50. N.I.S. will supply this token to its members. 

The KY 680 M would seem to predate 680 B, because Jerome Schaeper found the 
company listed in his 1900 R.C. Dun Directory for Kentucky. 

The listed Lansing, Mi, tokens were mentioned in an article by George Gentle 
in the May 1981 Fare Box. The tokens are distributed from a modified change-mak- 
ing machine. Each dollar bill inserted will release two tokens and IOC change. 

Cash fare is 50C. These Issues went into circulation later than anticipated in the 
article. They were struck by Roger Williams Mint, and CATA may issue more such 
"theme" tokens in the future. N.I.S. will supply these to its subscribers. 

Chuck Littlefield reports that Frank Lane, whose name appears on the newly 
listed MO 980 C, is listed in the West Plains Directory of 1912-14 with two business 
addresses: 17 Cherry and 101 Leyda. He used horse-drawn hacks, and was once 
the City Marshal. The Frisco RR passed thru West Plains, and Town Square was 
about four blocks from the depot. 

The article by Gerald Johnson on page 157 last month gives the full story of 
the two Manawa, Wl, depotel tokens listed this month. 

The new Somerset, Wl, token was ordered and put into circulation last month 
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because of a diminishing supply of earlier issues. We lack details as to exact date 
and quantity. 

Unidentified #215 was described last month on page 161. The #216 and #217 
were described in my notes on page 136 of the October issue. The YELLOW CAB 
CO, MARIETTA token is one about which i have no Information. The McCARTNEY 
token did get a response from Dale Noll, who informed me that there were two 
towns named McCartney in a 1904 directory, in Clearfield County, PA, and Grant 
County, Wl. McCartney, PA, is In my Rand McNally as a very minor dot on the 
map. I could not find the listing in Wisconsin. The only town of any size in 
Grant County is Platteville, but Gerald Johnson informs us that there was no name 
change there. Hence the Unidentified listing this month. 

The Duncan Industries manufacturer samples were struck In very small quan- 
tities according to Joe! Reznick, who picked them up at the APTA Convention in 
Chicago. He tried to get 200 of each for N.I.S., but was told they had made far 
fewer than 200 of them! 

I was aware that MO 910 X existed in die varieties. George R. Reed has Iden- 
tified them. The rubbing in the Freiberg file is struck on a plain aluminum plan- 
chet with a plain edge. The unlisted variety has identical incuse inscription, but 
the pianchet has incuse dashes inside the edge on both sides, and a dimpled edge. 

Remember to enclose a stamped reply e nvelope as a common counrtesy when re- 
questing information from any collector. If" your letter Isn't answered, chances are 
you forgot to do this. It isn't fair to expect someone to spend both time and cost 
to identify tokens, or explain about the New issues Service. At 20C per, p>ost3ge 
is no longer a minor matter, unfortunately.

LARI ANA FERRY 

On page 256 as Italy 992A ,I listed a LARI ANA token which I susp- 
ected was a transportation token, in spite of several people's opinions 
that it was not. C. Marta has supplied information that it is a ferry 
token as follows. These tokens were used by the LARIANA COMPANY which 
operated paddle steamers on Lake Como. Lariana is the adjective of the 
Latin name of Como(Larius) . On the obverse of this token the letters 
LARIANA are each between the spokes of a large paddle wheel which dips 
into wavy lines representing the water. On the reverse it is a funnel 
with smoke coming out not a torch. Token issued in 1944 during a coin 
shortage. C. Marta reports also one with a smaller diameter ,of which 
I also acquired one some years ago to add to the 992A in my collection. 
These tokens are apparently rare and maybe underlined cencus rarity. 

PALERMO 

C. Marta made some enlarged photos of his 600B & C tokens for me and 
made some interesting discoveries. In Italian the letter W is rare and 
apparently the Mfg. of these tokens did not have W's so he made his W's 
by two adjacent V's, with a small gap between noticeable with enlarged 
photo or magnifying glass. C. Marta does not have any 600A's in his 
collection, so I checked my 600A’s and in Tramways the W's are two V's. 

C. Marta has a 600B with a dot between Omnibus and Di . C. Mart a also has 
a token like 600B but with following obverse SOCIETA 'SICULA TRAMVVYS 
OMNIBUS (large star) DI PALERMO with a missing second A in Tramways with 
the VV next to the Y and the reverse has a small 2 under the horsehead. 
C. Marta also has a bronze solid center with this same error obverse 
with the missing second A in Tramways but the reverse has a horsehead 
without the small 2, We apparently have at least two more horseomnibus 
listings to add to Palermo and maybe more depending upon what the other 
owners of 600A,B,or C report. Will everybody who owns a Palermo token 
please make rubbings of both sides and using a magnifying glass spell 
out what is on both sides and what metal the token is, and send this to 
me. This will help a lot in getting Palermo right in the next catalog.

The Efiifcar regrets to report the death, late in 1981, of Forrest Dnnham, APA #1135, 
of iBeattle. He joined the APA in 1970, hut u>e teere already friends long before 
then. I first met him at the 1962 Convention in Seattle, and fotmd him to he a 
friendly, very knomledgeable token collector. In the years hetmeen then and no» 
me became fast friends, and frequently chatted on the telephone hetmeen Boston and 
^cattle. Forrest mas almost an institution among West Coast token collectors, al- 
though in recent years he mas confined to his home because of illness. An expert 
in every branch of token collecting, Forrest uncovered dojiens of rarities, and not 
a fern of the census tokens in my collection came from him. Even in the late stages 
of illness his mind remained vigorous and curious, ffie shall miss him. He mas only 
57 at the time of his death. 


March 2. Together with this issue you will find the Index to Volume 35 of The 
Fare Box. This should be put with your December issue. Also inside this issue you 
will find Hal Ford's Census of Rare Tokens, which we publish only every other year, 
and which is a much more accurate guide to rarity than the now ridiculously outdated 
prices in the Atwood Catalogue. And information about the 1982 AVA Convention, to 
be held at Plymouth, MA, in August, and rates for registration fee and rooms. And 
lots of other material as well. I took an extra week on this issue to clear the decks. 

Work on the new edition of the Atwood Catalogue proceeds well, and 1 am now 
typing the State of Pennsylvania, so you can see that the light Is showing from the end 
of the tunnel. When I know how many pages the book will contain IM! issue a cal! for 
advance orders. At present I just don't know how much they will cost to print. But 
rest assured the advance price for members will be very cheap, for both volumes. 

The second volume, which will contain photographs, information on numbers struck 
and exact dates of usage, and historical data on issuing companies, will be a genuine 
encyclopedia of transportation token information. It is my intention to include a num- 
ber of the best articles from The Fare Box in this book. 

We still receive filled-out application forms for AVA membership, using the now 
obsolete $7.50 dues forms. If you have any of the old application forms which list 
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annual dues at $7.50, please change it to $9.00 per year plus $1 Initiation fee, before 
you mail them to prospective members. We've had to inform several applicants that 
they owe another $1.50, and of course this isn't a pleasant way for them to begin their 
association with us. 1 do have new application blanks and will be happy to send you a 
few upon request. 

A number of interesting items of correspondence. Hank Reidling adds a note on 
those I.C.R.R. tokens listed as IL 150 R in Atwood, and which we have deleted be- 
cause of uncertainty about their use. Hank writes, "I saw two of them in the Casey 
Jones Railway Museum in Johnson City, TN, a few years back, and they were iden- 
tified as tool checks." On the other hand, we have also been told that they were 
used as passes by employees. Possibly they were use, at different times, both ways? 

Glen Jorde of Devils Lake, ND, describes an interesting token which could be a 
bridge toil token. It's brass, 24mm solid, inscribed R.J. SIMON / NEWVILLE / 

BRIDGE / EDGERTON, WIS. [on obverse, and 3 GOOD FOR / IOC / IN TRADE [on 
reverse]. I asked Wisconsin expert Gerald Johnson to look into it. Possibly another 
of our readers will also know something about it. 

Frank Stratman reports a 23mm brass token inscribed S. GEORGE RAILROAD 5 
in incuse letters on obverse, with blank reverse. I have no idea whatever about it. 

Harry English has a brass incuse-letter token, approximately 32mm, blank on 
one side and HIWAY 11 C. OF RDG. on the other side. "I'm told that this was used 
by official vehicles of the County of Rockbridge while Highway 11 was being built. 

This is in the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia and the info came from Lexington. The 
token came from there, too." Well, we'll wait for scxne more verification on that one. 

Recently Gordon Wold reported a 20mm brass token inscribed MERRY GO ROUND 
on obverse, and 1211 37th AVE. on reverse. Kenny Smith says this token is very 
common, listed at 25C in his Amusement Token Catalogue from Minneapolis. 

Leo Warren acquired a 24mm brass token inscribed F&S G.H. & S.A. RY. 
on obverse, with blank reverse. This would be the Galveston, Harrisburg 5 San 
Antonio Railway (see TX 1000 A). The "F 5 S" could be for "Food & Service." 

But no way of knowing for sure at this time. He has another one, a 23mm black 
vulcanite inscribed on both sides: C.G.T. CUERO. Maybe a Latin American ex- 
pert can help us there. 

James Deisinger of Las Vegas writes: "A note on NV 100 C: I bought some 
from the bus company in order to pick up some of the small center hole variety for 
trading. Final score was 97 large holes, 0 small holes; plus 3 tokens from Burbank. 
Perhaps they are redrilling the small-holed ones to make them larger." 

On page 7 of the January issue we listed two new manufacturer's samples as 
30 A and B. Joel Reznick says we erred. The A token has the same reverse as 
the B token: "Good For One Fare Token". We'll have it right in the new Atwood, 

Last year Louis Crawford acquired a wooden nickel inscribed KENTUCKY DE- 
PARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION KY (LOGO), so he wrote them to see what use 
this woodnick had. They responded: "This 'token' was never good for any kind of 
ride on Kentucky Toll Roads. This 'token' was passed out free at the 1978 Kentucky 
State Fair. We gave away several thousand and there are no more available." So if 
you get one of those you can throw it in your souvenir box. 

In the New Finds Dept., James Krucki reports he has picked up Ml 680 B,C, 
and D, as well as another one like them but yellow in color. That was a find! 

Knowing that J. Douglas Ferguson was working on a census of Canadian trans- 
portation tokens at the time of his death, I communicated with his niece to see if she 
knew the whereabouts of his notes. She replied by sending his persona! copy of 
his Canadian transportation token catalogue, and a few notes, but not the census. 

She said she would look further, when she returns to Canada in April. But what 
she did send was interesting in that it contained good rubbings of several rare 
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Canadian tokens. One of these is ONT 515 A, and I have attached the rubbing to the 
left below and will hope it images decently on the stencil. The other one has the 
same reverse as BC 800 D: GOOD FOR 25<: IN CASH, but on obverse it has CITY TAXI 
6 AUTO CO. DRIVER 5 PHO. 4388 SEY . and is obviously from Vancouver by the tele- 
phone exchange. Doug had the rubbing with his Vancouver listings, but I don't be- 
lieve the token has ever been listed. Furthermore there's no indication of the metal on 
the rubbing. The rubbing of this token is below, to -the right.

Another token of possibly Canadian origin is Unidentified #194, and I found a 
photograph of it (obviously taken by Syd Joseph — no one else can take such flawless 
pictures of tokens) in Ralph Freiberg's files. Because of the similarity of name, some 
would put it in Red Deer, Alberta. But this has "Lines" rather than "Line," so it 
could be from just about anywhere. The enlarged photos of It are below. 



Next to Unidentified #194 I have placed 2x enlarged photos of an Unidentified 
token which I have just acquired from Steve Album. The token Is aluminum 23mm, 
YELLOV/ CAB CO. YC (in monogram) PHONE 4242 MAIN (on obverse, and ] GOOD 
FOR 12iC IN TRADE on reverse. The unusual placement of the phone exchange after 
the number must have some significance. There were Yellow Cabs all over the place, 
but perhaps someone will recognize the YC logo or the phone number. 

1 have just received the set of twelve stainless steel tokens from Prato, Italy, 
showing the signs of the zodiac on them. This is a beautiful set of tokens, and 
members of the New issues Service who are Nick's foreign list will receive them. 

They were listed as white metal in the December issue, but as a magnet picks them 
up 1 would call them steel, in any case, I'm putting a 2x enlarged photo of obverse 
& reverse of one of them tokens at the top of the next page. We were really lucky 
to get these, thanks to the efforts of AVA member Dr. Ciro Marta. 

Also sent me to photograph is an unusual token inscribed RUSSI AN-AMERICAN 
LINE R.E.A.S. CO. LTD. LIBAU-NEW-YORK-HALIFAX on one side, with the same 
inscription in Russian on the other side. This bronze 30mm token is owned by Joe 
Schmidt, and we assume it was some kind of ship money. This firm operated before 
World War I, and a friend who knows the Russian language says the use of certain 
old-fashioned letters on the "Russian" side of the token would indicate that it was 
issued prior to the 1917 Revolution. I am placing 2x enlarged photos of this token 
on the next page, and hope they will image satisfactorily. Libau is in Latvia, part 
of Russia before 1917, and again since 1940. Not a very large city, it's Interesting 
that the token apparently was for use on a ship operating from Libau to Halifax in 
Nova Scotia, and thence to New York. But then all of that is conjecture.

Yosef Sa'ar recently sent me a number of unusual foreign tokens to photograph 
and return to him. One of these is Bahrein 80 E, a 24mm red plastic token listed in 
1975 in The Fare Box. Bahrein is in the Persian Gulf, and this token is one of a set. 

I am putting 2x enlarged photos of the token below, and next to it 2x enlargements of 
photos of Egypt 50 A, a beautiful 2 3mm maroon plastic or celluloid token of Alexandria. 
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A while back we quoted a news item to the effect that metal tokens were being 
used in Cairo, Egypt. Also from Elat in Israel Yosef Sa'ar sent me several varieties 
of aluminum fare tokens now being used in Cairo. The smaller token, to the left 
below, is the older issue. The slightly larger token, to the right, is the newer one. 
The tokens are 21mm and 24mm, respectively. The photos are 2x enlargements. 
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Next to the NY 630 AX are enlarged 2x photos of the Minnesota Fantasy token listed 
this month, issued to promote a streetcar ("light rail") system in the Twin Cities. Else- 
where in this is information about how AVA members may obtain the token. 

Finally, at the bottom of this page are 2x enlarged photos of the special commemor- 
ative token given out free on one day only by the Detroit & Canada Tunnel Company. A 
very beautiful token, it is listed this month, and promises to be a popular favorite among 
vecturists, if they can find one.

Dunnville is an old. quiet community on the Grand River in Ontario's fertile 
Niagara Peninsula. Its population expanded to 11.000 with regional planning but 
the old town remains the civil and commercial center. For quite a few years — 27 
at least — the town has issued a Parking Meter Permit which is sold for $5.00 to 
owners of commercial vehicles , allowing them to park their vehicle in a meter park- 
ing zone area, within the Town of Dunnville, for a period not exceeding 20 minutes, 
and only for the purpose of loading and unoading. These are still used today and 
are purchased yearly. 

Because of the small number issued few permits have found their way into col- 
lections. I have aluminum, pieces from 1968, 1978, 1979, and 1980, in my collec- 
tion and was surprised to find an aluminum 1954 and a brass 1959 permit in a 
prominent Colorado token collection recently. The two early pieces are almost 
identical to the ones I have except for smaller zeros in the value. I would be 
pleased to hear from anyone who has pieces from other years or who knows of sim- 
ilar issues from other Canadian municipalities.

In 1936 at the age of 19 I began employment with the Johnson Fare Box Company, 
located at 4619 Ravenswood Avenue, Chicago. My first job was making blue prints in 
a carbon arc machine and developing the print in potassium chromate solution, then a 
water rinse, and hanging them up to dry. 

When I had free time the Chief Draftsman would let me make changes or correc- 
tions on ink production drawings and later instructed me on preparing token designs 
to be submitted to a transit company for their approval. Sometimes a transit com- 
pany had a design or emblem they wished to have appear on their token. If the 
transit company had no design it was up to the draftsman to create one. This was 
not too difficult because the bus with two half-moon performations was a standard 
design most often submitted. 

When transit companies had registering fare boxes it was necessary for them 
to order their tokens from the Johnson Fare Box Company. The reason for this was 
that some token designs could cause misregistrations. It would be the responsibility 
of Johnson Fare Box to submit a token design that wotild cause no registration prob- 
lems. Upon receiving a customer’s approval of the token design the tokens would 
then be ordered from the Meyer & Wenthe Company in Chicago. 

In order to clear up any misunderstanding, the Johnson Fare Box Company had 
in excess of 90% of all the registering fare box business. Hence most of the tokens 
to be used in registering fare boxes were ordered from the Johnson Fare Box Com- 
pany. If a transit company used non-registering fare boxes, referred to as lock 
boxes, it made no difference how the token was designed. It could be round or 
square and have any type perforations. 

I held many positions , the last being General Sales Manager of Johnson Fare 
Box. I left this position to accept a management position with another company also 
part of the Bowser Group.

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FEBRUARY SUPPLEMENT TO THE CATALOGUE OF WORLD TRANSPORTATION TOKENS 

By Kenneth E. Smith 

ITALY 

Our new A.V.A. member Giro Marta of Rome, Italy has come through for 
the A.V.A. new issues service in the best A.V.A. tradition. I asked him' 
if it was possible to get the Prato, Imperia & Lucca tokens listed in 
the December 1981 Farebox in sufficient quantities for our foreign coll- 
ectors in the A.V.A. new issues service. Over the Christmas holidays 
Giro Marta went for some days to Umbria about midway between Rome and 
Prato . During one of the days he went to Prato and at first the bus 

CO. manager was reluctant to sell that large a quantity of tokens to us 

but he prevailed and got to look at the sacks of tokens and picked out 

the best condition tokens. Most of the Prato tokens you will be getting 

will be in MS55 to MS65 condition which is exceptional for heavy tokens 
that pass through fareboxes. The heavier the token going through farebox- 
es the faster they get scared up. He got those that had seen none or 
only a few times through the fareboxes except for Prato 660BA fit BB as 
all these apparently had seen heavy usage and bear some fatebox machine 

scratches. The fareboxes Prato uses are apparently set to count 100 Lira 

size coins and tokens and have a mechanism which counts seperately the 

28mm brass tokens and the 28mm nickel plated steel tokens such as Prato 

BB to BN . Prato 660BA were apparently obsoleted some time ago and up to 
Janl,1982 they were using 660BB to BN. Starting Janl,l982 they will be 
using a new brass 28mm token dated 1981 and it is good for a 300Lira fare, 
which Giro Marta will be getting for us later. There is a problem getting 
via ship mail quantities of tokens from Italy to me, therefore C. Marta 
sent the token package of the Prato tokens AIRMAIL insured to me. Airmail 
postage on the Prato tokens which are heavy was over lOO,OOOLira which is 
not as bad as it sounds as 1190 Lira to the $1 US, but still a goodly 
amount. This means that there will be a small extra charge per token to 
cover the airmail costs. Giro Marta is only charging for the actual cost 
he paid the bus company plus his round crip gas and toll road charges from 
Umbria to Prato plus actual airmail postal charges, to me. I went to my 
bank and had a bank check for several hundred thousand Lira made out to 
him on the bank's Rome branch. I am forwarding the required number of 
sets that Nick needs plus 6 additional sets to Nick and only adding on 
the postal charges to Nick. Then Nick will be adding on his small hand- 
ling fee and sending to you. Nick may have to send these out insured 
parcel post because of their weight. Looking at the condition of the 
Prato Zodiac sets mostly MS 60 to MS65 condition, I know the dealers here 
would ask at least $18, per set and you will be getting them for less than 
half that, so you are getting a bargin. I also had Giro Marta get 30 
extra sets of the Zodiac tokens for me to sell to A.V.A. member who 
usually dp not collect foreigns or not in Nicks new issues. If interested 
in a set send me a SASE to me and I will tell you the amount of the check 

to get a set plus insurance and parcel post to you. ( parcel post varies 

depending on distance from me). These will also cost including postage 
less than half the $18. that dealers would charge. Along with the Prato 
tokens you will, be getting from Nick the Imperia 430BA which C. Marta 
also got in MS55 to MS 65 condition. On the CLAP token of Lucca the bus 
CO, some time ago destroyed all the tokens so these will be tough to get. 

C, Marta found 2 of the CLAP tokens among the Prato 660BA and I got one 

for my collection and he has the other one for trade. Giro Marta is heavy 
into collecting telephone tokens of the world and has dupes for trade. 

It would be very nice considering how he has helped the A.V.A. new issues 
if you telephone token collectors could trade him some items he needs 
for his collection.

The two Ketchikan listings were mentioned in an article on page 159 of the 
December 1981 Fare Box. The AK 450 P is a light blue plastic. 

The Southern California Rapid Transit District issued a new $1 token in the 
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hope of eliminating dollar bills from the fare box. Six employees are now needed to 
sort dollar bills when the fare boxes are emptied. The token is good for combined 
payment of the 85<: base fare and the 15C transfer charge, or for $1 towards SCRTD 
express fares on freeway routes. Tokens are sold at 10 for $9.50. The bust of 
Pacific Electric transportation pioneer Henry C. Huntington appears on the reverse. 
The small "A" on reverse probably Is the mintmark for the local Anillo mint. 

The two new issues from Denver were issued as convenience fares (no dis- 
counts involved) for riders who do not use local and express often enough to war- 
rant purchase of discounted monthly passes. The new fares were effective June 1 , 
1981. Since the new issues were not issued until September, 1981, CO 260 R plus 
IOC, and 260 S plus 55C, represented the interim token fare structure. 

Curtis H. Judge found the listed FL 1000 token at a local coin show. Joel 
Reznick researched this token and learned that one of many Busch Cardens, the 
one at Daytona Beach, FL, gave this token to local hotels and motets to distribute 
to the college students who visit Florida for the annual spring (Easter) vacation 
and stay in the area. Free shuttle buses operated between the hotels, motels, and 
Busch Gardens. This token was actuaily a promotional issue and not needed for 
fare, hence the Miscellaneous listing. Anheuser Busch wrote Curtis Judge that 
their remaining supply of tokens were melted down for scrap and the money was 
given to a local charity. We hope some specimens were saved by the students 
and will eventually turn up. 

Ml 225 S was struck by Osborne of Cincinnati. Detroit & Canada Tunnel 
Corp. handed this token out as a freebie to cars entering the tunnel from the U.S. 
side only on November 3, 1980. The issuing authority InformcMJ us that they had 
very few of the tokens left, and could not supply our New Issues Service with a 
quantity. Therefore we are listing the token, for now, with *** instead of a value. 

Cambria County Transit Authority of Johnstown, PA, issued a new white metal 
token to replace the plastic tokens (495 V W X Y) because the plastic didn't wear 
very well, and some of them were known to be counterfeited. The new token was 
struck by Roger Williams Mint, and CCTA says the tokens are brass with a WM pla- 
ting on them. But we filed deep into the edge and the tokens appear to be WM to 
us. So until someone breaks one in half, we're going with the WM designation. 

The New issues Service has secured a supply of this token for Its members. 

The Fantasy listing was mentioned on page 100 of the August, 1981, Fare Box. 
The tokens are available to collectors who wish them, and information about how to 
order them appears elsewhere in this issue. 

Bill Garrison recently visited Mllmont Park, PA, and reports that the three 
listed PA 630 tokens come In large and small lettering varieties. Also a variety of 
630 B was issued without the dashes above & below O.L.P. Their remaining supply 
is generally in poor shape, with respect to the condition of the tokens.

Ehe Editnr regrets to have to report the death nf t»o oldtime members, John K, 
Kitcb, AdA #237, of Harrisburg, Pcnnsglvania, and Bernard gagodicb, ADA #956, of 
Johnstown, Pcnnsglvania, John became one of us in Januarg, 1957, when he was 52, 
He was a storeroom keeper, and over the ensuring 25 gears we corresponded often, 
and his ads appeared in CHE FARE B0X regularlg. He died this past Januarg 23, and 
we had wondered whg he did not renew his membership, Bernard joined us in April, 
1967, when he was onlg 34, A steelworker, he didn’t write too often, but I did 
hear from him occasionallg, and usuallg his letters were helpful and informative, 
iSe are diminished and saddened bg their loss. 


April 1. Work is progressing weii on the new edition of the Atwood Catalogue, 
and 1 have finished the State of West Virginia, at this writing. Harold Ford and John 
Nlcolosi have been proofreading photocopies of my pages, with the result that the fin- 
ished product should be a fairly accurate work. Bob and Anna Butler have typed an 
Index to the book which i have, so with luck and some spare time it ought to be in 
the hands of the printer within another month. Work on this book is taking most of 
my spare time, and that helps to explain the somewhat abbreviated size of this, and 
possibly of subsequent issues. 

An interesting fetter from Bob Lusch, whose first love is telephone tokens. He 
writes that ”ln my research I have uncovered the fact that many of the Goetz slugs 
{the brass type with different cut-outs, grooves, etc., used in Chicago) were also 
sold to transit lines for intended use in the turnstiles of the transity authority of 
Waukegan, Illinois. This was in the early 1900's.” This was rather startling inform- 
ation, but I suppose we could never identify which ones unless they also contained 
some sort of inscription on them. It would be nice if someone could pursue this, to 
pin down more exactly when and where these tokens were used In Waukegan, and per- 
haps identify the types of slots or cut-outs. 

A few years ago someone sent me an IN 290 D with "INDIANA 25C FARE" en- 
graved on Its otherwise blank reverse. I dismissed the token as the work of some kid 
with an engraving tool. Comes now a letter from John Kaufmann, who has another one 
just like it! Either that kid made more than one, or perhaps we have something that 
deserves research here. Does anyone else have such a token, or know anything about 
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such a token? 


Dick Schubert sends additional information about the new Denver tokens: "While 
the Regional Transit District does not offer these tokens at a discount, many merchants, 
including the major supermarkets ^ (10%). A triumph of private enterprise over gov- 
ernment." 

Mrs. Pat Maffeo, widow of former AVA member Pat Maffeo, writes that she has his 
back issues of THE FARE BOX dating from 1959 to 1972, and would like very much to 
dispose of them.

There are probably more different minor die varieties of the Grosse lie Bridge 
tokens, the Michigan 395 series (formerly listed under Trenton as 935). The 395 B 
is listed with 4 die varieties. Now Gene Godsoe, living in Okinawa at present, re- 
ports that there are two minor varieties of Ml 395 Bb. I am placing enlarged photos 
of the obverses of these two types (photos by Gene himself) below. We hope to have 
a comprehensive listing of these tokens in the new catalogue. In addition to all the 
die varieties these 395 tokens come with numbers stamped on obverse only, on ob- 
verse and reverse, and as high as 10, and also with no numbers, and one token has 
only a zero on it! My own 395*s combined with those of Ralph Freiberg's give me a 
huge collection of 395's. I think I must have well over 100 different. Thought I had 
nearly all of them, but now Gene comes up with more of them. They're all scarce. 
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Fellow Token Nuts: A series of circumstances are occurring which concerns ray 
AVA Convention chairmanship and involvement with the National Collectibles Exposi- 
tion. 


Originally the 1982 AVA Convention was set for New Orleans. During that time 
ray partners in the National Collectibles Exposition, Rich Hartzog and Paul Cunning- 
ham , and I , decided that a show of our type would do well if it were held the week- 
end preceding the ANA Convention, After much soul-searching, money- counting 
and such, we approached the ANA to ask if there would be any objection to our 
plans. Having been told there were none, we proceeded to plan our show (which, 
in 1982, meant Boston). 

When the AVA decided to cancel New Orleans and also precede ANA, we anti- 
cipated no problems and began to make plans to convene in Plymouth, some 35 miles 
from Boston. And I, as AVA National Convention Chairman, was emphatic about 
keeping the plans separate. 

Now, after conferring with Rich and Paul, other token and medal dealers, and 
some of our members , it becomes clear to me that to keep AVA’ers from having ac- 
cess to what will probably be the greatest aggregation of token & medal dealers ever 
would, most likely, be a serious error- -for most of us are limited in the quantity and 
quality of tokens we bring to the convention and , more important , most of us collect 
some area besides transportation! 

What I propose is as follows: 

1. Move the AVA Convention to Boston at the same hotel in which the 
National Collectibles Exposition is being held. 

2. Offer AVA members and their families free admission to the NCE show 
(normal admission: $3.50 for the two days). 

3. Structure the AVA Convention activities so as not to conflict with the 
Saturday hours of NCE, allowing AVA members to avail themselves of the 
offerings of the 100+ dealers we expect at the show. 

The changes in the Convention I suggest would be: 

a. Change the AVA auction from Saturday afternoon to Friday evening 
(there will be other auctions at NCE during Saturday and Sunday). 

b. Retain the banquet on Saturday evening with the business meeting 
following (or perhaps the business meeting could be held Friday after- 
noon). 

c. The tour would remain on Sunday morning and there would be time 
for members to attend the NCE on Sunday afternoon. 

Unfortunately the room rates at Boston are higher than in Plymouth: $66 for sin- 
gle, and $73 for double. Compared to $50 for double. 

My concern and loyalty is with AVA- -I do not wish to develop a conflict of interest, 
and , to avoid that possibility , request that you , my fellow AVA members , write to me 
with your (1) blessings, (2) criticisms, (3) suggestions. But PLEASE WRITE SOON-- 
I need your input quickly so that plans can be finalized for both the AVA Convention 
and the National Collectibles Exposition. Thanks!

= AN EXCELLENT WAY TO MAKE RUBBINGS OF TOKENS = 

By Douglas G. Borden 

The best way to make rubbings is to begin with a "coin press." This is built 
from one of those old notary public seals which were very common a few years ago, 
but which have of late been replaced by the hand-held kind. The old seal presses 
can often be purchased for $5 to $15. 

Having obtained one of these seals, you face both heads with a piece of rub- 
ber, such as you might cut from an inner tube. Then fold a piece of heavy alum- 
inum foil over your token and press, varying the pressure according to how the 
token is made. If it has slits you don't want to press so hard that you'll press out 
the slotted portions, of course. This will give you an excellent reproduction of 
the token, even showing die flaws and variations. Put your foil impression in a 
coin holder, to protect it, especially when mailing it. I have found that many tokens 
are easier to photograph by means of their foil impressions than the originals! 

= UNIDENTIFIED #218 FROM CHATTANOOGA? = 

This month we listed a maverick inscribed YELLOW CAB CO. PHONE 4242 MAIN 
with a YC logo, on its obverse. Comes now a letter from AVA member Walter B. Simp- 
son with a photocopy of an ad from the year 1921 advertising "A 40 Mile Auto Ride 
For $1.00" giving the phone number of this service as "PHONE 1800 MAIN". The ex- 
change and the reverse order of number + exchange coincide with what we have on 
our token. So our Yellow Cab token could be from Chattanooga, Tennessee. Of 
course "Main" was a non uncommon telephone exchange in those days. Has anyone 
else found a Main exchange with number being listed in front of It?

Bill Garrison writes transit companies, and also frequently visits them, and oc- 
casionally discovers a new issue. The new Fresno listing was issued 5 or 6 years ago 
and the New Issues Services has obtained a supply. 

The three new tokens from Florida are identical to MA 650 A, listed in September, 
1981, but with different obverse Inscriptions. Kevin McAullffe, of the Plymouth Rock 
Trolley Co. , notified N.I.S. of these new Issues. We assume that one firm operates 
these tourist type trolleys, which operate on rubber tires, during season; the Mass- 
achusetts operation in the summer, and the Florida operations in the winter. This is 
the second token for the Sarasota, FL, trolley. A black plastic token was listed in 
the January 1981 Fare Box, and NIS distributed it. NIS will also distribute the three 
new aluminum Florida tokens. 

While proof-reading listings for the new Atwood-Coffee Catalogue of United States 
and Canadian Transportation Tokens, 4th Edition, I caught a mistake in my own Sup- 
plement of last month. The listed FL 1000 B should be changed to 1000 K. I had lis- 
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ted the wooden Issues 1000 B thru J on a separate sheet and failed to note this when 
I wrote my copy last month. 

The Community Traction Company, predecessor of the new Toledo Area Regional 
Transit Authority, used tokens for many years. It has been eleven years since the 
local bus system had a token fare rate. The new listing was placed in use February 8, 
1982. The adult fare is 50^. Tokens are sold at local banks in rolls of 25 for $12.50. 
TARTA took over from the Traction in 1971. N.I.S. will handle this issue. 

The Bridgeport Double Cable Ferry operated in the early 1900's to about 1920. 

Mr. Keys was the operator for a few years in the early 1920's. WA 100 A was listed 
in August, 1968, and only one specimen is known to my knowledge, and Is probably 
a predestrlan token. The new token is probably for a vehicle. Perhaps other values 
of this ferry's tokens also exist! 

Wl 840 D is practically an identical die when compared with the listed 840 A, 
listed in September, 1965. SEXTON and SERTON. is one token an error in spelling, 
or do they represent two different operations by two different people? Our Wisconsin 
expert, Gerald Johnson, hasn't been able yet to ascertain the answer to this question. 

The unidentified token offers one clue, the telephone number. Research of pre- 
World War 11 telephone directories might ascertain the origin of this issue, which was 
pictured in last month's Fare Box. 

We listed CA 450 W last month, Wally G. Shidler sends us updated data. Seems 
500,000 specimens were struck by Roger Williams Mint. Therefore I assume the small 
"A" under the bust of Henry E. Huntington on reverse is the designer's initial.

April 28. We come to you this month with the sad tidings of the death of three 
long-time members. My remarks about them are inside this issue. 

Joel Reznick, our "Head Frog," asked me to report that the responses to his 
plea in the March Fare Box about moving our Annual Convention to Boston from Ply- 
mouth were gratifying. The letters ran 2-1 in favor of the move. The chief concern 
expressed by those with reservations about the change was that the AVA might end 
up "following the A.N.A. around." Joel wants to stress— and in this I firmly second 
him— that the AVA will never hold a convention in a city just because the A.N.A. 
will be holding their convention there. The National Collectibles Exposition does 
hold their shows with the ANA. We don't. But on occasion the AVA and ANA con- 
ventions have coincided, as for instance they did in Denver in 1963 and Los Angeles 
In 1975. And they will in 1983 at San Diego. But we chose San Diego mainly be- 
cause Bob Ritterband wanted it in Southern California— and who can ever say No to 
Bob? — and also because they have a great new streetcar line in San Diego that we all 
want to ride. In 1984 the A.N.A. will be in Detroit. We definitely wilt not be. 

Doug Borden reports a new variety of the welfare tokens from Rochester, NY, 
this one being gold lettering on a yellow token, it will be listed as NY 780 P in due 
time. These welfare tokens (780 K M N O P) are worth a 70^ fare now. The school 
token (780 I L) is worth a 35C fare. Neither token can be purchased by the public, 
however, so our New Issues Service won't be handling the new 780 P, unfortunately. 

Bill Fox picked up a motorman's badge inscribed "W. 6 C.F.R.T. CO." and 
wonders If any of our trolley experts knows what rail line these initials stand for. 
His address: 15716 South Ingleside - Dolton, IL 60419. 

John Fleer sends a photo of a beautiful little cable car bank made of metal 
with a bronze finish. Size 5ix2x3" high; weighs about a pound. These can be pur- 
chased for $12 from Banthrico, Inc. - 4615 W. Roosevelt Rd. - Chicago, IL 60650. 

Be sure to specify that you want the one with "key lock bottom." 

Work on the 4th edition of the new Atwood Catalogue has been slow going. 
I've had too many other commitments for my time. Nevertheless I have now finished 
typing all U.S. listings. Still to be done: all that material in between the U.S. and 
Canada (Unidentified; Mfg Samples; Presentation Pieces; etc.), and Canada itself. 
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Above are enlarged photos of I A 930 M, listed this month. The photos were sent 
in by Robert Levis, who discovered and reported the token. I hope they reproduce 
well here. 

The mystery of IN 290 D with "Indiana 25< Fare" engraved on reverse is getting 
curioser and curioser. Several members reported owning the piece, and Joe Studebaker 
writes: "Max Schwartz sent me a roll or so of these tokens with "Indiana 25<; Fare" on 
the Rev. and he did not know what was meant by it. I still have one along with a reg- 
ular one in the collection." The rest, he says, he has sent out to various collectors in 
the intervening years. Paul Aitkenhead and Jim Kriss also report owning it, and Jim 
also has one with a 1942 cent encased in it. So anyway the engraved token is not rare, 
but we still don't know what it was for, or who did it, or why it was done. 

Occasionally when I write letters seeking old tokens I get an unexpected bonus. 
Some 20 years ago I wrote to Camden, Arkansas, seeking the old Chidester tokens. I 
located Mr. Chidester himself, who was then very old, but friendly and generous. He 
sent me AR 150 C, which is still unique (previously unknown), and along with it a set 
of round cardboard telephone tokens which he said had been used in Camden back in 
the days when the drummers' tokens were being used. Just how they were used he did 
not say. They have blank reverses and come in IOC, 15<, 20<:, and 25C, denominations. 

I still have the 15C and 25<: tokens, which are blue gray and orange, respectively, with 
black printing. We have several telephone token collectors in the AVA, so 1 thought 
I'd run a picture of the token here. When they first fell out of the envelope I thought 
they were round cardboard depotels. Unfortunately they weren't. But still very nice

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= IN PURSUIT OF THE MARYLAND STATE HIGHWAYS TOKENS =

Perhaps no one has ever pursu ed the acquisition of the Maryland Highways tokens 
with as much diligence as I have. On almost every trip we've taken to North Carolina 
during the past four years I've made it a point to stop somewhere along that toll road 
to inquire about the pieces missing from my collection. Never have I been to a re- 
sponsible person at the office in Perry ville as I've heard numerous stories of how ada- 
mant the officials are about not selling any tokens to collectors. The only recourse is 
to go to the people who use them and who probably consider them something of a nui- 
sance. 

My first Maryland Highways tokens probably came from George Goeller, who dis- 
tributed a few at our D.V.V.A. meetings. These were the common brass and white 
metal varieties, George never said where he got these, and none of the members of 
our "local" asked about his source. Evidently he had a contact who had an occasional 
access to the tokens; perhaps this individual was an employee. Be that as it may, 
George's benefactor was suddenly no longer around and he could no longer make con- 
tact with the man. For the remaining tokens we were suddenly on our own. 

1 had no intention of giving up , and as I recall a couple more came into my pos- 
session from a North Carolina coin dealer who happened to be a family member. A 
year passed by and I still could not find the bronze , the red center or the green 
center. The latter Marc Cohen got by asking some men on a maintenance truck. 

And Warren Paynter now has the red and green because he stopped by the office 
of a gentleman who used the tokens as a part of his official business. 

The big break for me came on a trip south about a year ago. I asked one of 
the attendants at a service station if he had ever seen one of the tokens I needed. 

He referred me to his manager who was inside the garage working on a car. Though 
somewhat suspicious, the manager listened to my story- -a teile of frustration --and ev- 
idently believed that I was truly a collector. He went to the console of his car and 
brought out a bronze token and a red centered one also. I watched awestruck as he 
placed them in my hand. He refused ray offer of money, but told me that he could 
get into some trouble by giving them to me, I'm not certain what I said after that 
but I walked several feet off the ground. 

Now I needed only the green -centered token for a complete set. On the subse- 
quent trip south I stopped at a Texaco station and talked to the manager who said 
that he would try to find one for me. I never heard from him nor did I hear from 
another station attendant that 1 contacted on my way back to New Jersey. Belay that! 

1 did hear from the latter and he gave me the name of a man who had hordes of high- 
way tokens from all over the country. It was the latter person who never answered 
my letter and who took a nice set of turnpike tickets which I sent in good faith. 

Last year, still searching for the "green center," 1 stopped at the administrative 
building in Perryville. None of the offices were open because it was Sunday, but I 
began talking with a group of state troopers and asked them if they knew of the tok- 
en I was looking for. They were quite interested in my hobby and one officer in- 
vited me to look at some he had in the back of his patrol car and which he no longer 
used. Among the twenty or so in the small bag there were two different brasses but 
no greens or reds. I handed the contents back to him but was told that I could keep 
them all. You can imagine how elated I was to have all those traders. 

This past Easter weekend on our way back from a family reunion in Wilmington, 
N.C. , I thought my search had finally ended. My optimism was a bit premature. 

Again I stopped at the Texaco station on the JFK Highway and asked about the tokens. 
The attendant knew nothing about them but called over a state trooper who just hap- 
pened to be one of those troopers to whom I had talked months ago. While he didn’t 
remember me, he did remember the incident and said that he had both green and red- 
centered tokens at home. I gave him my card and told him to call me collect. I was 
home as last- -or so 1 thought! 
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The trooper did not call at the time he said, and when he finally did there was a 
slightly reluctant spirit in his voice. I noticed that he was somewhat hesitant. Had 
he discovered that he could be in a sticky wicket by selling me the tokens and thereby 
making a profit? Then he told me that the tokens had blue centers and not green or 
red. I offered to pay for them but he said "No.” He will send them, and unless there 
is a return address he will also be out the postage. He added that he would look 
around the house for the others. However, there seems little chance of that happen- 
ing. My goal is yet to be attained but I’ll keep an open mind, knowing that the unex- 
pected can happen.

MELVIN O. CARMICHAEL 

Mel Carmichael, AVA §42, was a member of the A.V.A. for thirty-three years. 
He joined back in 1949 when we were a fledgling organization , the first national 
society of collectors of any kinds of tokens, long before the word "exonumia" had 
been thought of, and before TAMS was even a gleam in its founder’s eye. Mel was 
a no-nonsense person. He only wrote when he had something important to say. I 
would run across him occasionally at coin shows in Oregon and California, but not 
too often. He lived in Klamath Falls, in southern Oregon, which is off the beaten 
path for a lot of us. I’m going to miss Mel. Not because we were close friends; 
we weren't. But I liked him and respected him, and when you know someone for 
33 years, and have corresponded with him for so long a period, you just get accus- 
tomed to him. It's going to be a little lonely around here for a while, and around a 
lot of token circles, without Mel.

Paul Darrell, AVA §730, of Richmond. California, died on May 12 of this 
year. He joined us in 1965, that year during which we gathered in 151 new mem- 
bers, a record that has yet to be surpassed. Paul was an accountant , and although 
he lived in the San Francisco Bay Area which I visit every summer, I do not recall 
having met him. We corresponded occasionally, but not often. He was 66 years old 
at the time of his death.

The smaller token on the left was listed a few years ago in one of my 
supplements as 120F and also a large companion piece was listed as 120G. 
The larger token pictured on the right was issued by the bus company 
recently but is not a fare token. Our A.V.A. member Frank Kelley of 
Harbor, Ore. recently visited Cairo and tried to get 100 of this new 
token for Nick's new issues but only got two. Frank had trouble with 
the language barrier and is not sxire what the token is for. The fare 
on the bus was 4 piestas and they gave him a token. Frank assumed that 
as these tokens were worth 1 pieste that 4 of them would get a ride but 
that was not so. When Frank showed the token to people including those 
at the bank he was informed that the token read good for 1 piesta and 
given out in change but not good for fare or any thing else. Of course 
1 piesta is a small sum less than a penny. After a couple of hours Frank 
gave up and continued on his tour. So the purpose of this token remains 
a myst ery until some other collector can solve it. Meanwhile they are 
showing up so beware of paying a high price for one.

We listed CA 815 F in September 1979 and I noted then that some specimens sent 
to the New Issues Service appeared very yellow and others light bronze. Others were 
borderline. I listed that issue as brass, as a majority of the tokens received by NIS 
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appeared yellow and, I assumed, were from the same initial token order. Bill Garrison 
sent me two circulated specimens he recently obtained from Santa Barbara, and one was 
definitely a bronze. So we are listing it, and now we have both a brass and a bronze. 
Because of this complication the NIS won't handle 815 G, since we can't expect the issu- 
ing authority to distinguish definite brass issues from definite bronze issues. Also 
when 815 F was sent out by NIS, some people may have got the brass and others the 
bronze. 1 regret that 815 F S G has turned into a can of worms for collectors who al- 
ready own specimens of one or the other, but we want to list in the catalogue tokens 
as they exist. 

The Bridgeport, CT, listing is identical to CT 35 K, but without the white metal 
plating. This unpiated issue was used in the early 1970's for the elderly and handi- 
capped. 

in September, 1972, we listed lA 80 A and B. The Freiberg file speculated on a 
possible 10<= issue. It has finally shown up. This ferry operated across the Missouri 
River between Iowa and Nebraska near where the present Decatur-Onawa Bridge is 
situated. Exact dates of the use of the tokens are uncertain, but all eivdence indi- 
cates they were used prior to World War I, probably around 1910. 

The new listing from Waterloo, I A, has the same obverse as I A 930 K, but has a 
different reverse. Samuel Shilliam is listed in a 1906 business directory for Iowa. 

We hope to have a photo of the token in this issue elsewhere. 

Joel Reznick visited the American Public Transit Association Convention held in 
Chicago last fall. He learned that Paducah Area Transit System (PATS) had issued 
four plastic fare tokens. This is a city-owned system, operating only five buses 
during peak service. The NIS has received a supply of these tokens for its members. 

In March 1979 we listed NC 615 A. At that time we knew of the PAT & JAY'S 
issue but specimens had been obtained only from a wooden money manufacturer, and 
not from the source. So we didn't list them. One is pictured on page 6 of the Jan- 
uary 1978 Fare Box (but note: New London, N.C.) Eventually specimens were re- 
ported with NEW LONDON, INC. with both buffalo and Indian reverses. Since we now 
have definite proof that they are used for fare on a miniature train, and that the INC. 
issue is legitimate, we're listing them. 615 B is the earlier issue. There is a third 
wooden Issue from this source, but since it lacks any reference to RIDE or FARE, we 
won't list it. Wood tokens must contain wording of transpK>rtation on them to be listed. 
The token has (Obverse) "PaFs Mick's The Family Fish House Rt. 2 New London. 
N.C. Ph 463-7892 Totem Lakes Campground." and (Reverse) "Wooden Nickel" with 
Indianhead. It's We 38 Sd. 

We listed Manuf. Sample 30 A in January, 1982, based on a rubbing received 
showing the obverse same as reverse. Joel Reznick reported to our Editor that the 
reverse inscription was in error (page 18, 2/82) hence the correction this month. 

Joel was unable to supply a rubbing of the reverse of the token for our file so I hope 
we have the slash marks correct. 

Corrections for IL 150 AJ and PA 495 Z are noted and are my error. I have been 
taking supplement and '82 catalogue material to San Francisco and devoting my lunch 
period to it. 

Where was Applegate's Carousal? June 1973 NJ 20 J was listed Atlantic City. 

Dec. 1974 PA 750 AW was listed Philadelphia. There is no explanation in either issue 
of THE FARE BOX or the Freiberg files. Obviously both tokens should be listed to- 
gether, but which is the correct city? 

Louis Crawford sent a rubbing of an apparently modern issue: B 32 Sd 
BULL’S EYE j SALOON / HEATH, OHIO (on obverse, and) Good For / Bull Ride I 
Admission / Nachos / Bull Check, (on reverse] He thinks the token might qualify for 
a Miscellaneous listing. We need more background information before we do anything 
with it, however. Before we list a token we have to have some idea how it was used, 
and on what. No doubt the city of origin (Heath, OH) right on the token wilt inspire 
some member to discover the truth about the Item.

= STATEN ISLAND FERRY TO ISSUE TOKEN = 

By George B-Gentle 

The Department of Marine 6 Aviation, City of New York, which operates the Staten 
Island Ferry system among other services that fall under its jurisdiction, is carrying 
forward plans to introduce the use of a token for the first time in the 76-year history 
of this transit line. 

It is widely anticipated, although pollticaUy unpopular, that fares on New York Gity 
subways and bi^es will be increased to $1 a ride as of July 1 , at which time it is pro- 
posed that the fare on the Staten Island Ferry will jump from 254 to 504 per ride. All 
the necessary steps to transform the proposals into fact, such as public hearings. City 
Council and Board of Estimate approval, remain incomplete. However, Marine 8 Avia- 
tion is left with little choice but to prepare for this eventuality. 

Thousands of residents of Staten Island are daily passengers on the ferries, to 
and from their jobs. Millions of visitors to the city have taken the round trip ride for 
its unsxirpassed view of the skyline of lower Manhattan , as well as of the State of Lib- 
erty who. Incidentally, celebrates her 100th birthday next year. 

Until 1964 the Staten Island Ferry was the sold method of public access from the 
relatively isolated Borough of Richmond (Staten Island) , and the rest of New York 
City and points beyond, without having first to travel thru New Jersey. The Verra- 
zanno Narrows Bridge, from Brooklyn to Staten Island, changed all that, and opened 
up Richmond to an influx of new residents. 

Only two points are certain about this issue of tokens. One side will carry the 
Staten Island Ferry logo, which displays the ferry. The other specification is that 
the tokens cannot approximate in appearance or dimensions the tokens now used by 
NYCTA (NY 630 AT).

Every so often members will report the find of one of those old Young £ McShea 
merry-go-round tokens from Atlantic City. These are beautiful old tokens with a 
horse £ rider on one side with the words "Atlantic City," and "Young £ McShea' s 
Merry Go Round" on the other side with a shoreline fi boat scene. These come in brass, 
as well as brown and black vulcanite. There is also a similar token with a different firm 
name. The only problem is that they say nothing on them about being good for a ride. 
Quite possibly they were. But we have no way of knowing that. That is why we do not 
list amusement ride tokens unless they say, right on the token, something about being 
good for a ride. 

Bob Thomas reports an interesting token. About 20mra with a winged wheel on 
one side (the usual symbol for transit in overseas countries), and the number "20" on 
the other side. Very possibly an overseas transit token. Anyone help us on this? 

George Friedman reports that there is an All Time Listing of Trolley and Inter- 
urban Lines of the United States and Canada. It Is said to be 97% complete. This 
would be of great help to ail of us. Last George knew, the book was available for $5 
from Key, Lock £ Lantern - P.0, Box 15 - Spencerport, NY 14559. This might help 
us solve some of our Maverick problems. For instance, what does C.C.R.I. RY , CO, 
stand for ? 
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The late Ralph Winant loved to reminisce about how he had acquired tokens in d^ys 
gone by. In a letter to Steve Lipshie in 1971, Ralph wrote this: 

Another experience I had was in 1951. I wrote to the Northern Bus Co. 
in Ketchikan, Alaska, to see if I could get one of their tokens I needed, 
and asked them if they had tokens from other companies to sell. They 
wrote me that they had plenty of AK 450 ADEN and 900 B, and to 
make them an offer. So I offered them each for 1,000 tokens, and 
they took my offer. The tokens were mailed to me in a leather bag from 
one of the banks in Ketchikan. How I would like to make a deal like 
that now! And among them was one ^50 C. 

It's nice to learn about large quantities of tokens unearthed by collectors. Helps us 
put prices in the catalogue. Those were the good old days. Incidentally, in this 
regard, I was amazed to learn that only 100 each of AL 40 A B, 750 F G, and 840 A, 
were struck, according to the Meyer 6 Wenthe records. Yet auction prices for these 
tokens have never been especially high. Seems most of those 100 tokens of each of 
these Alabama XT's were acquired by a collector. So probably there are 80 of each 
in the hands of collectors. But in the long run these can't help but be good ones. 

I've always liked Manufacturers' Samples. They make a fascinating sideline col- 
lection. and there are a lot of them. Certainly the two most desirable are 15 A and B. 
the two old bi-metallic ones. But another scarce one has always been 4 A. which ar- 
rived in yesterday's mail. Not many of you have ever seen this item, and it's never 
been pictured before. So here are photos of it, enlarged 2X. And I hope they come 
out satisfactorily. Scovill stopped making tokens back about 1952 or 1953. 




I deeply regret the necessity of reporting that our New issues Service Director. 

John Nicolosi, is hanging up his spurs after after 27 years. The New Issues Service 
was founded in 1955 by Harold Ford. John or "Nick" as we all know him, was willing 
to manage the operation when Harold was unable to do it, and It has been going strong 
ever since. The New Issues Service has been one of the most valuable activities of 
this Association, and its members are all very grateful for Nick's tireless and unremu- 
nerated service to us all. 

Nick has endured an unpleasant bout of illness, and is only now getting back to 
normal. His doctor told him he would have to curtail his activities. And Nick's chief 
activity— one on which he spent more than 40 hours a week— has been our New Issues 
Service. I called Nick on the phone a while back, hoping to talk him out of it. But 
he really has no choice.

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= THE CHICAGO STREET CARETTES = 

By Don Punshon 

The carettes were operated in Chicago by the Russel Street Carette Company, 
located at 148 South Green Street, Chicago. The company was organized July 19, 

1889, ”to provide a new, more flesdble form of urban transportation.” 

There were two carette lines operating in Chicago. One, the Adams-Western 
line, operated from State and Washington, west on Adams to Western and return. 

This line was a total of miles round-trip and took fifty minutes to complete. The 
second line, the Ashland Avenue and Uncoln Park line, operated from State and 
Madison via Rush Street and Ashland Avenue to Lincoln Park and return, for a 
round trip of miles and a time of 37 minutes. These lines operated on a close 
schedule. They ran every six minutes from 7:00 a. m. to 7:00 p.m. Every eight 
minutes fiom 7:00 p.m. to 10:00 p.m. and every twelve minutes from 10:00 p.m. to 
Midnight. 

The Russel Street Carette was listed in 1892 as having 35 carettes and 300 
horses. In 1894 the name was changed to the Chicago Street Carette Company, with 
100 carettes and 450 horses. In 1898 they were no longer in business. 

The carettes were a unique form of transportation. A cross between an omni- 
bus and a horsecar , they appeared on the transportation scene too late to realize 
their fullest potential, before progress in the form of the cable care and electrifi- 
cation of streetcars pushed them into obsolescence and out of business. 

The carettes were larger than omnibuses, and moved easier and smoother. 

They were similar to horsecars only shorter with higher wheels. They were pulled 
by two horses. The rear platform was low with a step, making it easier for the old 
and infirm to board and alight. Not being on rails they could also load at the curb 
so passengers did not have to brave traffic to ride them. Not using rails also made 
it easier to avoid obstructions in the street , as well as being a great cost reduction 
in establishing a line anywhere. Each carette had a conductor as well as a driver. 

The carette had two long seats, each accommodating ten passengers. There 
was a cross seat up front for three people, for a total of 23 passengers. However, 
during rush hours they often carried 40 to 50 people. In nice weather the favorite 
places were the front seat or standing on the rear platform. The carettes came in 
summer and winter models. For a picture of both models see Page 8 of the Third 
Edition of Atwood's Catalogue. 

The Chicago carettes were well made and appointed. The seats and backs had 
springs and were covered with red Wilton carpeting, with red carpets also on the 
floor. Interior finish was white with natural finish ash and cherry for doors, win- 
dows, and trim. All hardware fittings were of polished bronze. The outside was fin- 
ished in walnut with bright red wheels . 

Fare on the carettes was 50 or a token. They used a modem concept with the 
tokens. The tokens were sold to merchants who gave them away free to customers to 
encourage them to shop downtown. 

As to the tokens, all were made of aluminum, 23mm in diameter, with obverse 
marked CHICAGO STREET CARETTE ONE FARE. Some of the tokens simply had a 
star on reverse; others had advertising paid, for by local merchants. Among the 
known tokens with advertising on the reverse in collections are: 

THE FAIR - STATE, ADAMS, & DEARBORN. In the 1890’s The Fair was one of 
the largest emd most diversified commercial establishments in the world. 

THE LEADER. In the.lSgO's The Leader was another large department store a 
block from The Fair store on State Street. This store catered to women, and was 
always crowded. 

THE BOSTON OYSTER HOUSE CLARK & MADISON. Two Bostonians established 
Willoughby, Hill 4 Company, a large and successful men's outfitters. In the basement 
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of the store they opened the Boston Oyster House, one of the best and most popular 
eating houses in the Midwest. They had all their oysters and ocean fish packed 
fresh in ice and shipped to Chicago by express . 

WHY USE LEKKO? YOUR GROCER KNOWS. This token is the most intriguing 
’ and the prize of the lot. The question asked, Why use Lekko? The answer, simple, 
because it cleans better. Lekko soap was a strong brown soap for household and 
general cleaning. The Lekko soap company is still in business on the north side of 
Chicago. 

This completes the list of known tokens , but I am sure that others from other 
businesses exist and will show up some day . Although the tokens were only used 
during a possible four-year period (1894-1898) they are all that is left to tell the 
story of the Chicago Street Carettes.

The new Ann Arbor listing Is Identical ro Ml 40 A but without the "Pilgrim 
Hat" mintmark on reverse. This would indicate a second order but from a different 
source. Both 40 A and B are now used as an adult fare, sold 20 for $9. Cash fare 
Is 60C. Mi 40 A was initially used as a senior citizen fare. 

The Detroit Department of Transportation issued two white plastic tokens. Ml 
225 Q, which was never released and all but a few specimens destroyed, and Ml 225 
R, which the New Issues Service handled. Now we learn of a red plastic issue which 
was issued last year in a limited quantity by a local merchant. The City operates a 
one-mile trolley line between Renaissance Center and Grand Circus Park operating a 
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turn-of-the-century Brill trolley car. These plastic tokens were intended for use on 
the trolley line only, and not on any bus line. Current fare on the trolley is now 35<;. 
Last year it was 25«J. Bill Garrison visited Ivan's Quality Clothiers in April, 1982, in 
an attempt to obtain a supply for collectors. He struck out. Bill is persistent. After 
ten long-distance phone calls — on one of which he was placed on hold for nine minutes 
he was able to persuade Ivan's to sell a quantity to collectors. Bill is truly a dedicated 
member of A.V.A. 

CATA of Lansing, Ml, released two more of those beautiful special issued in April 
of this year. The Roger Williams Mint struck 15,000 of each. Bill Garrison picked up 
a supply for collectors a week before their release. 

Doug Borden reports another new issue by the County of Monroe, Department of 
Social Services in Rochester. This, like previous issues, is given to clients of this 
department only. The tokens are not available to the general public. This yellow 
plastic issue has gold printing. The previously listed 780 N, also yellow plastic, has 
black printing. The cash fare in Rochester is now TOC. 

TX 810 M and N were issued by the University of Texas Institute of Texan 
Cultures for use on a shuttle bus which operated between activities. This seems to 
be an annual event held the first week of each August. These two issues will be 
available to collectors. I think Garrison will have a supply. Watch for an ad. 

Karl Cabsch reports that two million specimens of the new DC 500 listing were 
struck by a mint in Birmingham, England. I suppose the small H on the obverse 
could be the mintmark for the Heaton Mont that struck coins for Great Britain and the 
Commonwealth for many years. 

Lee Schumacher picked up a number of specimens of an unlisted modern Issue 
at a local flea market. It is a B 23 Sd inscribed BUSINESS URBAN SYSTEM / THE / 
BUS / ONE FARE, on obverse, and a reverse that Is hard to describe. Probably a 
municipal logo, it has a circle with trees at the top and four scenes inside. Lee was 
informed by the flea market dealer that this token was from Gallup, NM, and that the 
line operated for a few months circa 1976-77. This information is probably accurate, 
but we like to have definite proof before we list a token. I hesitate to take the word 
of a flea market operator. As soon as verification is received this token will be lis- 
ted. If verification is not received in the next month or so, we'll list it as Unident- 
ified.

We lack historical background data on the Sparta, IL, listing which is obviously a 
depotel token. The die work indicates this token was probably struck by Aug. Kern 
Barber Supply Co. of St. Louis, circa 1900-1920. 

Bill Garrison has periodically published newspaper ads seeking the IL 999 OLPH 
passes he needed. He finally located a specimen of the missing 999 F. Later issues 
were struck incuse black. This token is incuse plain. The shape and size are identi- 
cal to 999 D. IL 999 D and E are the only metal issues struck with raised lettering. 

The 1981-82 OLPH pass Is also listed now that the school year is over and the issu- 
ing authority is willing to sell specimens to collectors. The New Issues Service will 
handle this token later this summer. 

Curling is a sport performed on Ice in which a curling stone is moved, 1 believe, 
by using a broom in some fashion, towards a mark. The 1976 World Championship was 
held In Duluth. Buses were probably chartered from the local transit system, operated 
between hotels and the site of the Big Event. The die work is probably Wendell North- 
western. A supply of this obsolete token has been obtained for the N.I.S. 

The Triborough Bridge & Tunnel Authority of New York recently increased tolls 
on its various bridges and tunnels and issued new tokens, struck by Roger Williams 
Mint, which are good for passenger vehicles only. Cash fare is 90C and $1.25. Tokens 
are sold in rolls of 19 for $12 and $22, plus a free trip at time of purchase at a toll 
gate. The "M" on these issues is the logo of the Metropolitan Transit Authority, the 
operator and parent of the TBTA. I list the metal as steel as it does react to a strong 
magnet, though not as decidedly as does pure steel. I'm listing them as 630 BC and BD 
as they will appear in the new Catalogue. The Committee have found it necessary to 
make some slight revisions to the 630 listings and 630 BB has been used. 

The Friendly Taxi of Lancaster, PA, has issued four different plastic fare tokens. 
The plastic white Zone 1 issue is good for a 9-block fare. The red plastic Zone 2 Is 
good for a fare from the 900 block downtown to the city limits. The yellow plastic Zone 
3 is good for an approximately 3-mile ride. The blue plastic senior token is good for 
fare of persons age 60 or over in any direction in a 3-mile radius from the Square out. 
The normal fare for this trip is $3.80. The New Issues Service will not handle these 
tokens. Bill Garrison hopes to have a supply for sale via an ad, in due time. 

The Lancaster County turnpike token was mentioned by our Editor in the Decem- 
ber 1981 issue. I requested a picture or clear rubbing before listing it, and received 
a foil impression which was not readable and not a 30mm size. It was 34mm. So I held 
up the listing til! size & inscription were verified by a clear rubbing. The point I am 
making is that foil impressions seldom survive the mail without damage, and this method 
is a poor way to report a new listing, unless it's encased In a solid plastic case which 
can survive mashing and handling by the postoffice. 

Information on the Philadelphia tokens is elsewhere in this issue. 
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The Monroe County Transit Authority operates only four buses, during peak ser- 
vice. We lack the fare structure of this operation, so the value assigned the token is 
only a guesstimate. 

Bill Garrison was able to obtain a supply of the 1982 issue of the Texas Folkiife 
Festival Shuttle Bus token before the event. The 1980 and 1981 tokens were listed 
last month. Bill plans to advertise all three tokens since Nicolosl is phasf^ out his 
participation as manager of the N.i.S. and has never been happy about handling wood 
issues in the past (they break too easily in the mail) . 

The combination parking and transportation token issued by the London, Ontario, 
Downtown Improvement Area is distributed by merchants in the downtown district in 
order to promote commerce. This token can be used for payment, or partial payment, 
of parking at downtown lots or cash bus fare on the LTC. 

Passenger Transport, in Its 5/14/82 Issue, has an article stating that six rubber- 
tired trolleys began service in Fort Worth, TX, on May 9 of this year. The article 
further states that trolley tokens exist, and are obtained from the North Fort Worth 
Business Association (address?) and various hotels.

= THE GRAYS FERRY TRANSPORTATION SYSTEM = 

By Marc Cohen 

The Grays Ferry Transportation System, whose two tokens are listed this month, 
was organized in 1979 by the Grays Ferry Community Council in Philadelphia. This is 
a neighborhood non-profit organization made up of families living in the Grays Ferry 
district in southwest central Philadelphia. 

The background for forming the bus service was that, over the past several years, 
there had been growing apprehension on the part of parents in the neighborhood about 
the safety of their daughters who commute to high schools in south Philadelphia. It 
was necessary for them to travel on bus and trackless trolley routes that go through 
some pretty rough areas , since the schools are situated well east of the neighborhood ; 
schools such as St. Maria Goretti and Bishop Neumann. 

So in 1979 the Council established a school bus service for the exclusive use cf 
its members* families' children. It is privately owned and operated and financed by the 
member families; who pay a yearly membership fee, pro-rated according to the number 
of school-age children in the family. In return for the fee, the child receives an I.D. 
card and tokens. Both the token and the I.D. card must be presented to the bus dri- 
ver , or the girl is refused permission to board the bus . Indeed , surprise inspections 
are sometimes made and girls not having I.D. cards are ordered off the bus! 

The tokens are valued at 40« at present, but will go to 50* this coming September, 
when the aluminum token will replace the brass one in use. In other words, the two 
tokens are used in alternate years. They ordered 5,000 aluminum tokens in 1979, and 
3,000 gold- anodized aluminum tokens in 1981, but the manufacturer misunderstood the 
order and delivered brass tokens instead. 

The Council operates only two buses: 1973 International Harvester "Yellow" 
school buses, and they use an old coffee can as a fare box. During the school year 
the bus travels south on 27th Street or 29th Street (different trips) and then east on 
Snyder Avenue non-stop to the high schools which are situated about Broad Street. 

In the afternoon the return trip bus travels west on Snyder then north on 28th to 
Grays Ferry Avenue. 

As a private operation -the system does not come under the jurisdiction of the 
Pennsylvania Public Utility Commission, but it is fuUy licensed and insured. They 
definitely will not sell us a quantity of either token. However, we are working on a 
plan whereby collectors might be able to obtain them, one per person, for a donation. 
Please don't write and ruin our chances . In the next Fare Box we hope to have an 
announcement about how you can get the tokens.

BRAZIL 

In Brazil when you board most city busses, you state where you are 
going and you pay your fare accordingly and you are given a colored 
cardboard ticket or colored plastic token for the zone you designated. 
When you get off in that zone, say it is a green zone ,then you put in 
the box the green token or green ticket you were issued. In that zone 
putting in a different colored zone token or ticket caused a discussion. 


If your colored ticket or token is for a zone already passed through, you 
have to pay a penalty depending upon how many extra zones you went through 
If you lost your zone token you pay from the start of the run. Apparently 
have been in towns like Rio de Janerio several hundred different plastic 
zone tokens used since the end of World War II. The following Rio zone 
check list will be continued in several more supplements. These zone 
checks are valued at $ l.OOeach.

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July 25. This is the last call for the big 1 982 Annual Convention of the American 
Vecturist Assn., which will be held August 13-15 at the Park Plaza Hotel in Boston. 
This will be the weekend just prior to the ANA and TAMS Conventions, and the Nat- 
ional Collectibles Exposition will be going on at the same time as our Convention. So 
Boston should be crawling with vecturists, exonumists, and numismatists, at the time. 
Joel Reznick, our Convention Chairman, advises me to request incoming members ar- 
riving at Logan Airport in Boston to use "AIRWAYS TRANSPORT" from the Airport, 
and take a receipt after paying their fare. Present the receipt at the hotel, and you 
will be reimbursed for your fare. The Airways Transports run every half hour on the 
Hour and on the Half Hour. 

The Editor decided to take a vacation from Amtrak this summer, and drive across 
the country instead. It was a good decision, and the best trip I've ever taken. AVA 
members Harold Ford and his son Mark flew back to Boston on June 19, and on June 20 
we drove down to Edaville to ride the 2-foot gauge Edaville Railroad, and to Plymouth, 
where they are still using MA 650 A as a 25<? fare on a nice rubber-tired replica of a 
trolley. It's a 3-mile ride with running commentary by the driver, certainly the best 
way to see all the historic places in Plymouth. Best bargain in town for only ZSC. 

We left for the West Coast on June 22, stopping late morning in Springfield, MA, 
to check out a new token reported in Passenger Transport but never seen or reported 
by anyone. After a small wild goose chase we found the correct place and 1 was able 
to buy 100 tokens for Nicolosi's New Issues Service, and we headed on. Next stop was 
Stroudsburg, PA, where we found the Monroe County Transit Authority office in tiny 
Snydersville, outside Stroudsburg. PA 870 C, which was just listed a while back, is 
already obsolete. It was used as a 25<: fare for welfare and handicapped people only, 
but the MCTA didn't like the token idea so stopped using them. Our New issues Ser- 
vice could never get this one, but the MCTA will sell them to collectors for $1.00 each 
+SAE, if you write to Dan Prusah, Bookkeeper, MCTA - RR 2 - Box 2336 - Strouds- 
burg, PA 18360. They figure they lost a lot of money by using tokens and won't sell 
for less than a buck apiece. So if you want one, there's how to get it. 

After a pleasant dinner in Lancaster County, and having to come to a halt on the 
highway while an Amish farmer drove his cattle across, we arrived at Dan DiMichael's 
house in Coatesville about 6:30 pm. Former AVA President DiMichael is one of my 
oldest and best friends, and we had a wonderful evening talking tokens with him and 
examining rarities in his collection of Pennsylvania TT's. We left bright & early next 
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morning after an excellent breakfast as Dan's guests, and headed for Lancaster, where 
first of all we found that the parking token listed in April 1982 probably isn't a park- 
ing token. No one as the Lancaster Parking Commission had ever heard of it. Then to 
the office of Friendly Taxi, in a very historic part of town, where Harold was able to 
obtain a few sets of their plastic high-fare tokens. Friendly Taxi operates 16 taxis, and 
their plastic tokens were ordered thru Atlas Pen & Pencil Co. in Florida. The Zone 1,2, 
and 3, tokens were ordered in 1980 (1,000 of each), and the Senior token was ordered 
in 1982 (1,000 made). A few of the tokens have a value increase on them by taping a 
label on the reverse with the initials MFR. This is the Yellow #3 token, and it was 
done just for one customer, so we aren't going to give it a separate listing. Address 
is Friendly Taxi - 32 North Water St. - Lancaster, PA 17603. 

Our next stop was Gettysburg Battlefield, where we rode up the new observation 
tower which must be over 400 feet high. Admission to the tower, including the elevator 
ride, is $2.50 adults, $1.50 kids, and they use tokens. The token is brass, 25mm, sol- 
id, with NO / CASH / VALUE on one side, and a (STAR on HORSESHOE) design on the 
other side. They refuse to sell any to collectors, but we consider it a turnstile ad- 
mission token, rather than a ride token, so we won't be listing it in any case. The 
visit to the tower with its panoramic views of the battlefield and recorded descriptions 
of the battle is well worth the price. 

After spending the night at a Holiday Inn just across the Ohio River from Wheel- 
ing, at St. Clairsvilie, OH, we stopped for a visit at Fairborn, Ohio, to check out the 
rare token listed from there, the only example of which is in my collection. We found 
no record of such a bus line, which must have operated in the early 1 920's at latest. 

The name was changed from Osborn and Fairfield to Fairborn in 1950. 

That evening we stopped for dinner at Decatur, IL, intending to spend the night 
at Springfield. Seeing a city bus parked on a side street, Harold asked the driver 
what, if any, tokens were being used. We almost flipped when the driver described a 
whole variety of tokens of every description being in use! After a splendid dinner at 
the just-opened Ground Beef Restaurant, we secured rooms at the local Holiday Inn, 
and next morning visited the offices of Decatur Public Transit. The people there 
were extremely friendly and cooperative, and we obtained three sets of the six tok- 
ens listed in this month's Catalogue Supplement, and in the process solved the mys- 
tery of at least one of the "(Eagle & Stars)" tokens. All the transit authorities want 
cash for their tokens, and we didn't have the kind of cash to purchase 100 sets of 
six tokens, so we obtained their assurance that they would sell tokens to collectors 
who would write in for them. Information on how to do this is in Hal Ford's notes in 
this issue. 

At historic Springfield, IL, we visited Lincoln's home, perfectly preserved by 
the National Park Service, and a coin dealer who is selling IL 795 D in a printed 
card for $10 each. We had known that quantities of these tokens had been found, 
and about ten years ago this dealer printed up these cards to sell the tokens. After 
leaving Springfield we drove to historic New Salem, where Lincoln grew up on the 
banks of the Sangamon River. It was a very moving and memorable experience. 

In Kansas City we visited the Truman Library, and I talked by phone with AVA 
members Tom Wall and Lee Schumacher. Then a brief drive along the Kansas Turnpike 
where they no longer use those turnpike tokens, and a visit to the State Capitol in 
Topeka, to view the magnificent murals depicting Kansas history. The one of John 
Brown with the tornado in the background is overwhelming in its impact. 

We arrived in Denver on Sunday, June 27 just as the odometer of my 1976 Buick 
turned to 30,000, and spent the night with AVA Treasurer Toby Frisbee and his 
daughter and son-in-law. It was a wonderful visit, and we enjoyed discussing AVA 
finances, problems, and old times, with Toby. He has been Treasurer for nearly 
30 years. One problem is that it still costs more to produce 12 issues of The Fare 
Box, mailed First Class, than we take in from dues, even at $9 per year. 

Next morning we crested the Rockies at the 11,000-foot level at Eisenhower Tun- 
nel, and stopped at Vail to see what tokens they are using. They aren't. The bus 
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system in Vail and adjoining towns along 1-80 is entirely free of charge. After a very 
hot crossing of the desert in western Colorado and Utah, we spent the night in Provo, 
and drove next day to Winnemucca, NV, where we chased down two car wash tokens. 
Found the proprietor of the little operation, and A1 Jones, who runs what must be one 
of the last 25C car washes in the country, no longer uses tokens. But if you want to 
get the two types, one of which is home-made on a brass disc, you can send $1.25 to 
Al Jones Office Equipment - 501 Lay St. - Winnemucca, NV 89445. Remember an SAE. 

On Sunday, July 4, Hal, Mark, and I attended the annual gathering of Bay Area 
Token Society at Duane Feisel's beautiful home in Los Altos Hills, where we had some 
12 collectors on hand, including Jerry Schimmel, Steve Album, and a bunch of others. 
Excellent company and excellent food, as always. 

Visiting San Francisco Airport, we learned that there will apparently be no more 
new issues of those Air California Hertz tokens. They're still using the 1981 issues, 
and apparently the token idea is being phased out. The friendly girl at the Hertz 
desk at SFO gave us last year's SFO token, which was a first because the SFO Hertz 
desk was always the grouchiest one in California in times past. 

In San Francisco the regular fare is now 60C, but fare on cable cars is $1.00. 

But if it's going up in S.F., it's going down in L.A. On Wednesday, June 30, the 
fare in L.A. goes down from BSC to 50C, and the Henry Huntington tokens will go 
off sale. They will continue to be accepted as $1 toward express fare, or they can 
be turned in for a refund. But they will not be sold any longer. 

In California we also, of course, visited John Nicolosi who is recuperating nicely 
from his recent illness. Nick is closing out his management of our New Issues Service 
in August, and AVA President Jim Hemphill, who drove up to Tacoma to visit me on 
July 24, incidentally, will take over. There are already a number of tokens that Jim 
will have to send out. Nick showed me an interesting token which he had been sent 
by one of our members in Australia, which is used at Falls Creek, a popular ski re- 
sort in Victoria, Australia. It's a chair-lift token, brass, 32mm solid, inscribed 
ALPINE DEVELOPMENTS HOLDINGS / FALLS CREEK / SINGLE / RIDE / MAJOR / 

LIFT [on obverse, and] FALLS CREEK (SKIER WITH 8 ON CHEST) [on reverse]. 

On my way north to Tacoma I stopped at Klamath Falls to see what's what with 
the bus line there, and was able to purchase 100 of the aluminum tokens of Basin 
Transit Service for our New Issues Service. Fare is 50C or tokens 20 for $9. They 
experimented with blue-painted tokens for the elderly, but apparently decided not to 
use them, according to the nice lady with whom I spoke in the company office. It's a 
privately-owned bus line, and there aren't too many of them left. 

In Tacoma lots of mail waiting for me. First, the sad news that Gladys Rider, 
beloved wife of AVA member Roice Rider, died on July 13. Our hearts go out to 
Roice. Then a number of unusual new tokens were described to me. George Fuld 
reported a brass 26mm pierced token inscribed GOOD FOR ONE RIDE / ON THE 
STAR / -OF- / THE WEST / C. STUCKER [on obverse, and] a 5 surrounded by 16 
stars on reverse. Have no ideas where it was used. Rich Hartzog reported a 25mm 
aluminum inscribed GOOD FOR / ONE / RIDE / HOTEL DELAVAN [on obverse, and] 
a blank reverse. Presumably from Waupaca, Wl. George H. Phillips sent a rubbing 
of a 26mm brass solid token inscribed TIFFIN / CITY BUS / S [on obverse] with a 
blank reverse. Tiffin, Ohio, most likely. But no information at all about it. Lloyd 
Wagaman reported a brass 24mm solid token inscribed BOUB / BUS / LINE [on ob- 
verse] with a blank reverse. That's a stickler. Bill Garrison writes that PA 525 B 
thru L are obsolete, but 525 A is used as a $1 token. "On suburban runs when a pas- 
senger has a fare of $1 or more and has no change he gives the driver a $1 bill, 
who gives him PA 525 A for deposit in the fare box, thus avoiding plugging it with 
paper bills. Base fare in Lancaster is 60<:; 40C for students. CTS is now known as 
"Red Rose Transit Authority." 

Finally, if collectors would like to order the Grays Ferry Transportation Ser- 
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vice tokens listed last month {PA 750 BB & BC), I believ e you will be able to obtain 
the pair for a $5.00 donation +SAE mailed to Mr. John Leonard, Chairman, Grays 
Ferry Community Council - 1542 Newkirk St. - Philadelphia, PA 19146. They don't 
want to sell the tokens at all, but I believe the donation will probably get you the two 
tokens.

We only have enough money in the Catalogue Fund to pay for printing Volume I. 
Volume II, which will contain all the historical data; numbers struck and when; and 
hundreds of photos; and scores of the best articles from past issues of THE FARE BOX, 
Volume II will be printed as soon as enough capital is raised from sales of Volume I, 
but in no case will it be ready later than the summer of 1983. Volume II will be ap- 
proximately the same size as Volume I, and advance order price will also be $12.50 pp. 
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If you order both volumes now , we can give you a price of only $24.00 for the 
pair, postpaid. Volume II will be the "encyclopedia" of transportation token informa- 
tion, and a permanent fixture. So it will be available only cloth-bound. 

But Volume 1 will be available cloth-bound or loose-leaf. If you want a copy of 
Volume One in loose-leaf form, you must place your order with me no later than Aug - 
ust 15. That means, I must receive your order by then. So there's not much time.

Loose-leaf is the same price as the cloth-bound 
edition. The loose-leafs will arrive from the printer first, and be mailed out first. 

Incidentally the retail price of these books will be $25. 00 per volume, or $50 for 
the pair. I know. It's very high. But the cost of paper and printing is enormous 
now. The chief reason we can supply them so inexpensively to our members is that 
all the typing, editing, and compiling, was done free of charge. 

So please order as soon as possible, and as many as you want. We need the 
working capital. And the $12.50 postpaid price is a once-in-a-lifetime bargain.

I shall also publish an appeal for information in the CATC's pub- 
lication, The Canadian Token , and will be in touch individually with all of the 
Canadian members of the AVA, Other members with large holdings should write me 
for a check list.

This is the first Supplement to the new 4th edition of our Catalogue, which will be 
ready In September. Note that prices, from now on, are "realistic," and not based on 
the old "$10 maximum" we used for the rarest tokens. 

The tour token for the Georgia State Token Exonumia Assn, is an elongated cent 
this year, having been used for a tour which occurred May 23, 1982. 460 of them were 

rolled out on 1 982-D copper cents; 46 on 1982 Zinc cents; 2 on 1981-D cents; 13 on 
1946 Jefferson nickels, and 13 on 1946 Roosevelt dimes. We only list the rolled out 
cent as the others were obviously not made for regular use on the tour. 

In this respect it should be noted that tour tokens issued by numismatic clubs 
have been something of a problem in the past because, for a period some years ago 
some of these clubs began making artificial rarities, or very low mintages with the 
intention of enriching themselves at the expense of AVA members. Accordingly our 
policy has been to list only those coin club tour tokens that are available at a reason- 
able price (less than the cost of the tour), and in sufficient quantity so that anyone 
who orders one within a reasonable time can obtain it. Tokens struck in other metals 
will not be given listings, although of course some collectors will want them, and their 
existence will be noted in our comments when we know about them.

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Jn the case of the Georgia tour tokens there is ample supply of the rolled cents, 
and they are available at a reasonable price. They can be ordered for $1 each +SAE 
from AVA member R.W. Colbert - 4156 Livsey Road - Tucker, CA 30084. 

The six new listings for Decatur, I L, were discovered by me and Mr. Coffee on our 
way west. Seeing a bus parked on a side street, 1 asked the driver what they were us- 
ing for tokens, and he described a whole galaxy of colored tokens! Of course we instant- 
ly changed our plans and decided to spend the night so we could visit the transit sys- 
tem's office next morning, which we did. We learned that six tokens, all previously 
unknown to us, are now or have recently been in use in Decatur. 

The two brass tokens with the DPT logo were the last to be used. Prior to using 
them, Decatur was using tokens of a stock nature supplied by Roger Williams Mint. 

Two of these turned out to be the (Eagle & Stars) design which we had known about 
but for which we had no home. We still don't know where the WM token of this de- 
sign is being used, and it is possible that tokens of this design are also being used 
in other cities. If this turns out to be the case these listings probably would be 
transferred to the Mfg Stock Token category. But so far the only place where we 
know tokens of this design were used is Decatur. 

Then the Roger Williams Mint also supplied them with the two 16mm anodized al- 
uminum tokens, which have a general design. The design, however, it is interesting 
to note, is the reverse of MD 60 AY. So our new IL 1 95 J and K have the reverse 
of MD 60 AY on both sides of the token. Again, these could be transferred to the 
Mfg Stock Token category if it turns out that they are also used in other places. But 
so far the only place we know that they are being used is Decatur. We have listed 
the logo tokens first so that if it later becomes necessary to move the other four tok- 
ens we can do so without disturbing the remaining listings. 

The 16mm green token was used as a 50C adult fare but is no longer in use, 
having been replaced by the 16mm brass. The 16mm red token was used for persons 
on welfare assistance by Decatur Township as a 50<: fare, but is no longer in use. 

The 23mm blue token was used for handicapped persons and seniors as a 25C fare. 

The 23mm brass eagle token was a 30<: student fare token, later replaced by the 23mm 
brass logo token, now used for the same purpose. 

The Decatur tokens will not be handled by New Issues Service, but Decatur Pub- 
lic Transit System said they would be willing to sell them for $2.50 a set + 37<; postage 
on an addressed envelope, as long as the supply lasts. But be sure to describe the 
six tokens precisely when you write, so you'll receive one of each. Address of DPT 
is 61 Industry Court - Decatur, IL 62523. 

Incidentally, prior to receipt of the tokens listed this month, Decatur used TX 
50 B and C and G thru L to fill in. 

The Rochelle, IL, token was discovered about 15 years ago by Cordon Yowell. 
Subsequently Mr. Coffee wrote to Rochelle and, from the grandson of George E. 

Onley, learned that the aluminum tokens had been issued originally as harness mar- 
kers, but that from 1909 to 1915 they were used for rides from the depot to the 
Collier Hotel. The Onley Livery service operated three horse-drawn cabs, and the 
fare was 25C. See Mr. Onley's letter on Page 105 of the September 1971 Fare Box. 

The Bedford, IN, tokens were reported by Lee Schumacher in 1 980. However, 
as the tokens conWn no indication that they were issued by a transportation firm 
or were good for fare, of course we had to await some kind of verification that they 
were used as transportation tokens. It took some time, but we now have what we 
believe is sufficient justification to list the tokens. According to information sup- 
plied by Mr. Schumacher, Chambers £ Wagoner purchased a small bus line from a 
Mr. Dillon in December, 1951, and operated as many as seven buses until August, 

1 953. Fares were 1 5C and 20C. The pierced token was apparently for the fare hike. 

For the third year in a row we have a listing for the annual Sac County Fair 
held in Sac City, Iowa. The fair was held July 7-10 and Bill Garrison should have 
a supply for collectors. 

Joel Reznick picked up KS 620 D recently, but his token turns out to be dif- 
ferent die work in several ways from the token in my collection, and there seems to 
be a slight variation in the planchet size as well. The most easily distinghished dif- 
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ference is the presence of hyphens on both sides of -PHONE- in the Reznick token, 
and their absence on mine. 


Passenger Transport for 12/11/81 and 3/26/82 mentioned in articles that Pioneer 
Valley Transit Authority of Springfield, MA, was using tokens. Since they failed to 
respond to our written inquiries earlier this year, John Coffee and I visited Spring- 
field on our trip west this summer. PVTA is currently using the old 16mm Spring- 
field tokens for 25<J school fares. A new issue was struck earlier this year, however, 
by Roger Williams Mint for a 55C one-zone adult fare. This token is not sold at a 
discount, and is used solely as a convenience token by business and government em- 
ployees. The reverse design shows the Market Place Building, which contains the 
downtown headquarters of PVTA. The New Issues Service will handle this token. 

The Michigan pattern listed this month is similar to Ml 998 D pictured on Page 
295 of the 1970 Atwood, except that the new one has a more conventional style of 
"D" hanging in the center (like that in PA 255 A, pictured on Page 454 of Atwood). 
The new token also has no apostrophe in RYS. on obverse, and its reverse is in 
two lines. 

Bill Garrison purchased some tokens from St. Cloud, MN, recently and dis- 
covered the listed new issue. MN 730 J, listed 6/73, has one star on Obv. and on 
Rev. The new listing has two. Bill has obtained a supply for N.I.S. of this one. 

The Metropolitan Transit Commission at St. Cloud currently sells tokens 20 for 
$4.50. Reorders of 730 J have resulted in 3 or 4 die varieties. 

John Coffee visited Klamath Falls, OR, on his way to Tacoma and was able to 
purchase a quantity of the Basin Transit Service token for N.I.S. This little ser- 
vice operates four buses, with two more in reserve. 

Bill Garrison wrote Erie, PA, and purchased some of their current tokens. He 
received both brass and bronze specimens of the adult issue of the Erie Metropolitan 
Transit Authority. The new 360 F has slightly different die work and is obviously 
a later reorder from a different token manufacturer. 

This month we assign a home to the token listed as Unidentified #113 in the 
1970 Atwood, or as #98 in the 1983 Atwood-Coffee. Upon examination of Freiberg's 
files, we've decided that the T.P.R. on this token would be for Transverse Passen- 
ger Railway of Pittsburgh, a horsecar line which commenced operations in 1887 and 
was still listed in the 1891 Poor's Directory. The name of a Pittsburgh maker on rev- 
erse would tendto confirm a Pittsburgh origin for the token, so we are assigning it 
to Pittsburgh, PA 765 AF. As keeper of the Census, I would appreciate knowing 
who owns this token. 

W1 410 L. issued by Madison Metro, has the same inscription as 410 K, but Is 
a solid WM token. Cash fare is 55C and the token is sold at 55C straight. Since 
no discount is offered, this is a convenience fare token. Bill Garrison obtained a 
supply for the New Issues Service. 

Two of our AVA members visited Somerset, Wl, recently and reported the lis- 
ted new issue. The reverse inscription "Floating Capital of the World" refers to 
floating on tire innertubes on the Apple River resorts nearby. Bill Garrison ob- 
tained a supply for the New Issues Service. 

George Gentle mentioned in the April issue that the Staten Island Ferry was 
going to issue a token. Mel Fox updates us. One million tokens were struck, to 
be put into use for the new 50<: fare. But Mayor Koch backed off from the pro- 
posed fare hike in mid-June, so the new token is currently locked in the City's 
vaults, perhaps to be used at a later date.

Citrus County, Florida, operates a small countrywide bus system (5 buses and 2 
vans) on Monday thru Friday, 8;30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Riding the system was free un- 
til July 1, 1982, when a charge of 50C for each of nine zones crossed went into effect. 
Tokens are issued free to those who are eligible, probably the elderly and handicapped, 
and sold to others at a number of commercial locations throughout the county. Since 
there are no bus stops, patrons are asked to phone the county's transportation offfce 
at least 24 hours ahead of time and they will be picked up at their homes. This is 
obviously a system partially subsidized by federal and local taxes. Cash fare Is 50<?. 

The Marco Island Chamber of Commerce operates a tourist trolley, probably only 
in season. Cash fare is 500. Tokens are sold to merchants for 25C and subsequently 
distributed to their customers. I am not sure if Jim Hemphill, the new manager of the 
New Issues Service, will handle wooden tokens. If he does not, specimens may be ob- 
tained for 50C each thru Marco Island Chamber of Commerce - P.O. Box 913 - Marco 
Island, FL 33937. 

The Cape May, NJ, issue was struck by Roger Williams Mint and sells at 50C each 
in rolls of 20. We assume that this is another tourist trolley operation, a rubber-tired 
trolley sort of vehicle. 

The Garden State Numismatic Association issued a tour token in June. The trip 
was Friday, June 25, at 8 pm from the convention hotel, the Cherry Hill Hyatt, to 
Resorts Casino in Atlantic City, returning at 2:30 am, June 26. The tour cost $10 and 
$8 was returned by the casino. Specimens may be purchased from Jerry Zara - P.O. 
Box 248 - Brick, NJ 08723. They cost $1 each +SAE. NIS will not handle this one. 

We are listing the Tiffin token from Ohio because it was found in the personal 
effects in the estate of a man who lived most of his adult life in Tiffin, Ohio. We lack 
any historical data on the line. Die work of the token indicates it was probably made 
between the two world wars (i.e., sometime from 1920 to 1940). 

The 82-83 Oaks Amusement Park token is sold, along with 700 N, via vending 
machines. The dollar machine dispenses 8 tokens; the $5 machine dispenses 40 tokens. 
They are good for 15< rides. Some rides may cost 45<:, In which case 3 tokens are re- 
quired. The NIS will handle this token. 

We feel safe in listing the Hotel Deiavan token from Waupaca, Wl, since we already 
have two tokens listed for this hotel with the city name on them. 

Alan Weighell reported the 1981 Haiifax-Dartmouth Bridge token, which turned up 
as a "foreign" at Toronto Transit. When we wrote the bridge, they also very kindly 
sent along the 1982 token as well. 

Another city in Ontario has issued a combination park /ride token. The Cambridge 
listing was placed in circulation last winter shortly after the new year and is distrib- 
uted by downtown merchants. The 25C value would be good for partial bus fare. 

A non-member in Arizona has notified several AVA members that he owns a Las 
Cruces depotel token, but refuses to send rubbings of the token as he does not want 
it listed in our catalogue before he deals it off. He feels $900 is a fair price, but so 
far can find no takers. VYe have now learned that he has more than one of them. The

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lesson from this is that collectors dealing for a specimen of this token should be aware 
of this, and should also make sure that the token is an old token and not a recent one. 

Sever-al collectors confirm that the Fort Worth, TX, trolley does use tokens, but 
.not a new issue. The local authority has released old TX 340 T6mm tokens for trolley 
fares. 

Joe Pernicano sent an ad from a local paper noting that SEPTA is now selling PA 
750 AX at 7 for $5 through a number of retail stores. 

Since the beginning of the New Issues Service 27 years ago the New Issues Editor 
and the New Issues Service manager lived in the same area, a local phone call apart. 
Ralph Freiberg, and later myself, would call Nicolosi several times a week. Nick would 
do much of the follow-up on reported new issues that lacked the information we wanted 
before listing the token as to its availability, price and, if possible, who made it and 
how many. It was always helpful if the discoverer could supply an address. Now, 
with the retirement of Nick and with Jim Hemphill as new NIS manager, living up in 
Portland, it's more difficult for me as New issues Editor to get new modern issues lis- 
ted unless the party reporting the token can do some research before reporting It. 

I have some addresses of operating bus lines in the U.S.A. on file, but not all of 
them. The Canadian, tourist trolley, and Go-Kart operations, I have next to nothing 
on. Our super sleuth of the telephone, Joel Reznick, is no longer as free to do this 
for us as before. Doug Ferguson, who had many connections in Canada, died about a 
year ago. So I would appreciate the utmost cooperation from our membership if we are 
going to get new issues listed in a reasonable time and available through the New Is- 
sues Service to its members. Do some initial research and report as much background 
as possible, I am not retired and do riot have the time by myself to do all of it for 
every new issue, and then prepare a monthly listing and report plus keeping our files 
updated. Times have changed, but if everyone works together on this we shall over- 
come.

= A BOOK REVIEW BY ARNOLD KOROTKIN = 

LABYRINTHS OF IRON: A History of the World's Subways by Benson Bobrick. 352 
pages. Illustrated. 1981, Newsweek Books (44 Madison A ve. NYC 10022) $15.95 

As vecturists we feel a joy and fascination in obtaining transportation tokens. 

Each token possesses an unspoken story of a different transportation system. Now 
there's a book which captures the human side of public transportation. 

The book entitled Labyrinths of Iron by Benson Bobrick unravels the origins, 
growth and evelopment of subways. Within an historical perspective the author ex- 
amines the myriad factors which heralded the arrival of subways. These factors in- 
cluded: the need for a system to transport people rapidly while eliminating street 
traffic congestion; the advent of technological advances for the construction of tun- 
nels; and the ability to harness and utilize the steam engine. 

As Mr. Bobrick takes us on this historical journey we witness firsthand how 
these factors combined with the social, economic and political forces of each era to 
facilitate or impede the development of mass transportation systems. The author 
provides us with insights into the development of subway systems in England, Paris, 

New York and Moscow. 

I highway recommend one’s venturing into “The Labyrinths of Iron" as it will 
add a new dimension of appreciation for the transportation tokens we collect.

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September 29. The Editor learned late this summer of the death of four of our 
members. A sad ending to what had been a wonderful summer. My remarks about 
them are elsewhere in this issue. 

My trip back across the country by car was uneventful. A good friend, my co- 
author of a book on the history of the college where I teach (A Century of Eloquence 
The History of Emerson College in Boston, 680 pages, published last year) flew out 
to Tacoma and accompanied me back In my Buick. I was In a hurry, so the only to- 
ken I discovered was an unlisted car wash token in a small town In Iowa which I hap- 
pened to see in the cash register drawer of a service station. Before we left. I took 
him over to Seattle and we rode the new waterfront trolley. They use 1 920' s- vintage 
Australian streetcars, and the ride is about U mile up and down Seattle's waterfront. 
It's a nice ride and well worth it. although the Sunday we were there It was standing 
room only. George Could is trying to interest them in issuing a token for It. 

The usual mountain of mail waiting for me when I returned to Boston, in addi- 
tion to a deluge of orders for the new catalogue (all of which have now been filled 
and mailed). First of all in the New Finds Department. Gerald Johnson reports that 
he picked up Ml 630 A, the Dittmore's Livery token, which until now was unique. 

Paul White writes that he purchased a box of several thousand New York State tok- 
ens and among them was NY 630 S. the excessively valuable 42nd Street, Manhat- 
tanville S St. Nicholas Avenue token. That token is one of the great classics, and 
until this month the one in my collection (ex Atwood collection) was the only one 
known to exist. So there are two tokens I owned which were unique, and which are 
now only half as rare as they were last month. Such Is the evanescence of unique- 
ness. 

In the July issue I mentioned an admission token for riding up the tower at the 
Gettysburg Battlefield in Pennsylvania, a brass 2anm token with a (star on horse- 
shoe) design on obverse and "no cash value" on reverse. The tokens are sold for 
$2.50 for use In the turnstile. Well, In August in Seattle I visited Seattle Center, 
and found the very same token being used in a game of chance, and bdng sold for 
25<J each. Many of these stock tokens have a variety of uses and prices, obviously. 

George Gentle sends additional information about the Staten island Ferry tok- 
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ens mentioned on page 99 of the July issue. It seems 900,000 brass tokens for regular 
fare, and 100,000 white metal tokens for seniors, were struck. Mayor Koch persuaded 
them to hold up the fare increase for which the tokens were made. But the increase is 
mevitable, and both varieties of tokens should be in use within a year. 

On the subject of New York, it seems that someone has made a bunch of counterfeit 
tokens, apparently imitations of NY 630 8D, have been showing up in turnstiles of the 
Verrazano Narrows Bridge and the Brooklyn-Battery Tunnel. The Authority is trying 
to weed out the fakes, which are magnetic like the genuine tokens. The TBTA refers 
to "magnetic tapes hidden in the genuine tokens." Frankly I doubt if it's that fancy. 
The tokens are simply made of steel and then copper-plated. I believe they have a 
problem on their hands. 

Just received are the Prices Realized for Rich Hartzog's auction held in conjunc- 
tion with the National Collectibles Exposition In Boston. Here are what the transporta- 
tion tokens brought (and he reduced bids, too!); (1970 Atwood numbers)

On the other side it has LOG RIDE and shows a log ride car splashing into the 
water after coming down a long HI Slide. It appears to be a token good for a ride on the 
Log Ride. Such, however, is not the case. It is used only In video games, and is sold 
thru a dollar bill changing machine only. It is not good for the log ride. 

Bill Coleman picked up a nice old parking token. Aluminum 31mm, inscribed on 
obverse: Good For 1 to 10 Hr. Parking 20th & Douglas Sts. Garage JA-9424 L.N. 
Plainer (and on reverse;) Open Day & Night All Night Service Wash Repair Gasoline 
Oils Battery Two Wash Racks This appears to be an old one. If any reader has an 
Idea about its origin, please let us know.

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= NEW BUT NICE - R & GN RR =

The new Atwood-Coffee Catalogue has relegated two relatively new and common 
Wisconsin tokens to the Wisconsin pattern listing, somewhat tarnishing a nifty little 
railway, but it seems the N&GNRR story is still worthy of an airing in The Fare Box. 

First of all, steam miniature railways weren’t all that miniature. The engine of 
the Riverside & Great Northern Railway of Wisconsin Dells weighs nearly 5 tons, and 
can pull five cars with 60 people at 10 mph. While this may not match up too w^l 
with the Prairie Dog Central, which AVA members rode at the Winnipeg Convention, 
or the Heber Creepei* of the Park City Convention, the Riverside & Great Northern 
has averaged a whopping 20,000 passengers annually since the early 1970's. 

Wisconsin Dells, WI , is a pure tourist trap, using the incredible beauty of the 
Wisconsin River’s prehistoric meandering thru the sandstone hills as an excuse for 
a large variety of tourist entertainment in a carnival- Eke atomosphere. In addition 
to the scenic waterways, a large number of children’s attractions Ene the city streets. 
However, the Riverside & Great Northern Railway is not primarily a children’s enter- 
tainment. 

Born in 1954 and rising an engine hand-built in 1948 by R&GNRR owner Norman 
Sandley, the 15" gauge steamer is a 4-4-2 drive running over sections of the old La 
Crosse, Chicago & Minnesota Railway bed. 

While the use of tokens has never excited much interest , the perfectly scaled 
steam engine and passenger cars attract railroad buffs from aE over the United 
States. Rides on the 4-mile run average nearly five adults to each child carried. 

Rail buffs are also drawn to the steam museum operated by Sandley on the grounds. 

So, although the 1970 vintage tokens from the R&GNRR have become patterns 
998 I and J, it probably won’t bother the rail buffs, and a ride on the narrow gauge 
is still one of the beat buys in a comraerciaEzed Wisconsin Dells, Wisconsin. If you’re 
in the area, don’t miss it!

The annual AVA Convention tour token was struck by Greenduck In Hernando, MS, 
Details of the trip should be published elsewhere in this issue. The NIS will handle this 
token. Joel Reznick, Convention Chairman, will also have specimens available @ $5 plus 
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postage. Each token weighs an ounce so allow sufficient postage. 

Lake Superior Museum of Transportation operates two restored i4-passenger narrow 
gauge electric trolleys at a location in Duluth known as Depot Square. Vistors are able 
to take a quarter-mile round trip from the Depot Square station to the end of the Museum 
property and back, enjoying a view of the storefronts and businesses located on Railroad 
Street. The St. Louis County Heritage and Art Center has attempted to recreate Duluth 
of the 1910 era along two streets. Railroad and Union. The tokens were struck by Wen- 
dell's of Minneapolis. "They are merely a means of controlling our trolley rides and used 
as a counting system to see how many people actually ride on the trolleys dally," accord- 
ing to Caryl M. Veech, Adj. Assistant of the Center. She adds "These tokens are in* 
eluded in our admission fee as a bonus during the season when we are able to run the 
trolleys." 

The Virginia, MN, Dial-a~Rlde used the "Miscellaneous Tokens" type brass Issue 
for a year and a half before it was replaced by the white plastic issue. The plastic 
issues, which are current, vary in size from 3&nm to 38. ^m. Note the varieties are 
found only on the white token at this time. Capital letters on one variety, lower case 
letters on the other. Marshall Bientasz will obtain a supply for the N.l.S. 

Bill Lonney discovered a specimen of the Boatman's National Bank bus token 
some months ago. He decided not to report it as an Unidentified, but to trace it 
down. The bank with this unusual name Is in St. Louis. His lovely wife Janet, using 
the letterhead of a large company where she works, was able to secure background In- 
formation plus a supply for the N.l.S. Bill Lonney and Bill Garrison also have a sup- 
ply of this token for those who don't belong to N.l.S, , so there is no need to write 
the bank for specimens. 

It seems that the Boatman's National Bank operates a special bus which transports 
its employees to and from outlying parking lots to the bank. The employees pay for 
their tokens and they are sold only to employees. This project might be the result 
of an attempt to control parking problems in the immediate vicinity of the bank. 

Another depotel token for Wahoo, NE, the 5th separate operation. Our files 
lack historical data on any of them. WahoO is catching up with Marion, KS, and Tren- 
ton, MO, which off the top of my bead lead in depotel listings with six separate oper- 
ations that have used tokens. 

In my notes in May, 1982, I described the Business Urban Systems issue. Sev- 
eral collectors did write Gallup, NM. Lee Schumacher, who purchased a number of 
the tokens as a Kansas City area flea market, pursued the lead he received from the 
vendor and wrote several letters to Gallup and finally submitted the following, ob- 
tained from David Carter, Executive Director, McKinley Area Council of Governments, 
307 West Aztec, Suite 202, who obtained most of this information from Ms Pauline Sice, 
Executive Director of the Gallup Indian Community Center, 107 S. First Street; 

1. The tokens you enclosed with your letter were used in Gallup. 

2. The single bus which comprised the public bus system Is reported to have 
operated from January, 1976, thru March, 1977- The tokens were reported 
to have been used the last six months of operation. 

3. The fares for the bus were 25C adult, IOC youth, free for elderly and han- 
dicapped. 

With such a fare structure it's no wonder this .operation didn't survive very long! We 
are giving *** for value since we lack information as to availability at this time. 

The Ohio pattern of a Toledo issue is similar to the regular Issues 16mm with T 
in center, but 23mm. The regular school fare listings 23mm have an S in center. 

The precise positioning , of the incuse lettering of the Unidentified listing seems 
to indicate that this token was die struck. 

The American Numismatic Association held a summer seminar in Stevens Point, Wl. 
The Krause Publications, publishers of Numismatic News, Coins Magazine, and a num- 
ber of books, issued a token good for bus transportation for those who attended the 
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seminar to visit the lola facilities or for a limousine trip from motels to airport depart- 
ure. The token had only to be shown to the driver and could be kept as a souvenir. 
Frank Gasparro, who designed the Kennedy half dollar for the U.S. Mint, designed 
the eagle and press symbol on the reverse of the token. The obverse is styled after 
dep>otel tokens so widely used in the Wisconsin area in earlier years. Wendell's of 
Minneapolis struck the token. AVA member Clifford Mishier, Executive Vice-President 
of Krause Publications, has donated a supply of the token to our N.I.S., with the sug- 
gestion that proceeds from its sale go to benefit the AVA. Our Postage Fund will def- 
initely welcome this assistance. N.I.S. will have extras of the token available for $1 
plus a stamped envelope. 

I am researching a possible new reverse variety of 16mm issues with a Type #3 
bus on reverse. Thus far we have two reverse varieties known, which we designate 
as Rev. A and Rev. B. 1 would appreciate someone selling me a specimen of AL 570 
F with Rev. A for research purposes. Also would appreciate a clear rubbing of NE 
998 B, which may be unique, from whoever owns it. If three reverse types do exist 
pictures wiii be published. 

The June-Juiy METCA publication contained an ad by a Seattle outfit that of- 
fered token dies via auction. Several transportation token dies were listed: 

Good For 25<P Taxi Service 

Port Orchard Traction / Good For One Fare 

Birchwood Bellingham / Good For One Fare 

Good For One Stage Fare 

Neely’s Taxi / Good For One Fare 

These appear to be obsolete dies of a Seattle token manufacturer. We hope they don't 
end up in the hands of people who secretly run off more tokens with them, but now 
that we know which dies are available, we can be appropriately suspicious of sudden 
offerings of these tokens. The rare token is the Neely's Taxi, so be wary of anyone 
offering examples of that one to you. 

Ed Dence recently acquired a token at a New Jersey flea market: round 31mm WM 
solid, 1mm thick, with (obverse) 1 (followed by large vertical line with a small horiz- 
ontal halfway down pointing right / ELT. Reverse the same but without ELT. Inscrip- 
tion is incuse. Ed wonders if this might be a toll gate issue. I think possibly a foreign 
token as the die work is strange from an American point of view.

I sow Clyde often at meetiJiffS of the Bay Arva Token Society when I visited California 
in the summers. He was quiet, easy-going, and very friendly. He worked for the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, and was a lover of trains and trolleys and all the lore that 
go with them. I enjoyed his friendship and shall miss him. He joined us in 196&, ar-^i 
held 01117 in the A.V.A. Clyde, who lived in San Jose, had just taken early retire- 
ment, and was looking forward to having all the time he wanted, now, for his hobbies. 
But it was not to be. He died September 27, and he was 60 years old. 


October 26. It was just 33 years ago that 1 instituted the idea of having free ads 
for AVA members in The Fare Box. At the time nearly all the officials of AVA said it 
was an unfortunate idea and would never work. For the first decade after I inaugur- 
ated free ads, we rarely had more than half a page of them. Then in the 1960's the 
hobby blossomed and ads came in. They are still coming in, in droves. I love to have 
ads, and I believe they are one of the many things that make the AVA so attractive. 
However, It Is very time-consuming to type those ad pages. The Fare Box Is, as you 
all know, a one-man operation. In addition to preparing issues, I have to spend sev- 
eral hours daily answering AVA mail, shipping catalogues, etc. Then I am supposed 
to finish work on Volume II of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue some time. What all of 
this is leading up to is this: it would be of great assistance to all of us If someone 
out there were willing to volunteer to become the Advertising Manager of The Fare Box, 
which is a fancy title for someone to whom ads would be sent, who would type them up, 
and send the camera-ready typed pages to me for insertion in The Fare Box. This 
would have many advantages for me. Not the least of these would be that our Adver- 
tising Manager would get all the flack when an ad got lost, or incorrectly printed, or 
you name It. And If our Advertising Manager made mistakes, well, we could cut his 
or her salary in half. Is anyone interested? 

The person I have In mind for this dignity would own an electric typewriter, be 
a good typist, produce neat copy, and be able to meet a deadline. If no one volun- 
teers, I'll do my best to continue to type up the ads. But don't expect miracles. 
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In the rush to get the manuscript of the A twood-Cof fee Catalogue mailed to the 
printer before 1 left Boston last June, ! forgot to mention a couple of things in the 
Introduction. Members using the new Catalogue will notice (fax) occasionally. I neg- 
lected to explain this in the book. This (fax) is short for "facsimile signature." In 
the past we put (name in script). Now, to save space, we use (fax). This was Ralph's 
idea, and the term is from the Meyer'S Wenthe records. That's how the tokens were 
ordered. 

And occasionally we got a couple of dates wrong, r-oster Palmer caught us on IL 
150 T. I put (* 1952) on this token. Foster attended Morgan Park High School in Chi- 
cago from 1928 to 1930, and he remembers using IL 150 T way back then. It would ap- 
pear that IL 150 T really went Into use back in the early 1920*s. I have no doubt we'll 
find a couple more instances of this. The 1952 date was the first mention of the token 
in Meyer & Wenthe records. Obviously there were earlier orders, not mentioned In the 
records we got. 

Robert Saxon sends an interesting note from a trip he took to Belgium this Septem- 
ber: "On a trip to Belgium in September I stayed at the Holiday Inn in Ghent. It has 
Coca-Cola vending machines, but these do not accept coins. Instead you must buy a 
"jeton" (token) at the front desk. I imagine this is done to facilitate raising prices 
without resetting the machine. Anyway I asked for two tokens, which cost me the equi- 
valent of US 60C apiece. What I got was a pair of brass tokens inscribed, in English, 
"SCHOOL MILK PROGRAM" The back is die punched with a small circle but is otherwise 
blank. The hotel clerk had rolls of these tokens but didn't know the original source. 

1 am curious to know any background on these items. Any collector who would like one 
is invited to write me — although, as I said, 1 got only two. All I can say is that this is 
a US item, since the Belgians would use Flemish and French, and the British would have 
said ' programme.'"' 

In the New Finds Department, Frank Kelley writes that he recently picked up CA 
445 A at a fiea market for 25C. "It has been buried and dug and isn't In the choicest 
condition," he writes, "but ail is readable and I guess you and Feisel each have one so 
this is #3." As a matter of fact, mine was dug, too. Duane's is the only decent one. 

Bill Lonney reports he picked up Puerto Rico 560 A for $2, which would make his day, 

I imagine. Leo Warren advertised in a local San Antonio paper for some of those rare 
plastic KELLY AFB BUS tokens (TX 810 J K L) . His ad paid off. He got 3 of them 
from "an old 84-year-old Mexican gentleman who used to ride the bus to East Kelly." 

But Leo's tokens are different. All have the number 7 on them; two opaque and one 
translucent! Nice find. They're blue, and otherwise similar to those that are listed. 

Dr. J.W. Carberry writes from Iowa City to describe a brass, approx. 38mm, 
center-holed token inscribed CLETTY'S LIVERY, / EARLVILLE, ILL. on obverse with 
blank reverse. This appears to be a harness marker, but sometimes they did use har- 
ness markers for fare tokens as well. Dr. Carberry, who is proprietor of A & A Coins- 
Stamps-Collectibles in Wardway Plaza in Iowa City, also picked up what, from his brief 
description, appears to be lA 980 B. Second one known, I believe. 

Frank Kelly, in another letter, describes a brass 22mm solid token he recently ac- 
quired in a bunch of British tokens. This one is inscribed TOLL / CLIFTON / SUSPEN- 
SION / BRIDGE / TOKEN (on obverse, and) CSBT (in a triangular logo) on reverse. 
Probably a British token, but can anyone pin it down? 1 don't recall It from one of Ken 
Smith's Supplements, but there have been so many since 1967 I can't memorize them all. 

Jerome Schaeper, Jr. , of Covington, KY, picked up a brass token inscribed 
PIPE CREEK / TP. / 1 in incuse letters on obverse. Token is brass, 28mm, with a 
7mm loop on top. Incuse letters, blank reverse. A turnpike token? There is a Pipe 
Creek in Cass County, Indiaha. 

Recently the Editor picked up a couple of odd tokens in an auction. One of these 
is brass 23mm solid, inscribed MOUND CITY TRANSFER CO. (STAR) on obverse with 
blank reverse. Lettering is incuse; the star is not incuse. There are Mound Cities in 
Illinois, Kansas, and Missouri. I think I have a live one here, if I can just pin it down. 
I shall run a 2x enlarged photo of the token at the top of the next page. 
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Next to the Mound City token are photos of obverse & reverse {enlarged 2x) of 
Mfg Sample 32 B, and therein lies a tale. As soon as Joel Reznick discovered these two 
tokens (32 A £ B) at the Chicago Convention of the American Public Transit Assn, last 
Fall, I wrote to Duncan Industries asking for the two tokens. Nothing happened. Last 
week the APTA held their convention in Boston and 1 visited the Duncan Industries 
suite. No tokens but my name rang a bell. Soon as the show was over, came in the mail 
the two tokens, loose in an envelope with no comment. Delighted to have them, as they 
are definitely hard to get, if only because they only made a handful of them. 



Above is a 2x enlarged photo of the newly discovered Kelly AFB token reported by 
Leo Warren. This is the one he had two of. To its right,,also enlarged 2x, is a photo 
of Unidentified #105, which I acquired last week along with the Mound City token. The 
#105 is a very primitive old token, incusd letters* but struck with a die. I'm certain it 
is a depotel hack token. Its reverse is blank, whereas the Kelly token is same on both 
sides. 

And to the left, below, are 2x enlarged photos of MI 998 Q* listed in July. I got 
two of these and let Hal Ford have the duplicate. Compare it with the photo of 998 D 
(now E) on page 295 of the 1970 Atwood. Finally, to the right below, are exact-size 
photos of a mystery fibre token from Quebec, but where in Quebec? 
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Above are 2x enlarged photos of obverse 6 reverse of MD 670 H, which I acquired 
last week in a swap. I had never even seen C or H before. Very few of them are get- 
ting out, although they’re in use right now and eventually they will be around. They 
are attractive tokens. Below are 2x enlarged photos of obverse & reverse of a token 
Gerald Johnson sent me. He didn't know much about the operation at the time, but pro- 
mised to find out. It is apparently a tourist operation in the summer season at Wiscon- 
sin Delis. The token is brass 29mm with more words on it than any other U.S. token I 
know of. Reverse reads "Noah's Ark-Wlsconsin Dells, Wis. No Cash Value One Ride 
The Manag^ent Reserves the right to revoke the license granted by this token. It Is 
also not responsible for accidents, injuries or damage occurring to any person or prop- 
erty. No Refunds". Obverse simply has "Good For One Ride / Noah's Ark" with a pic- 
ture of the Ark. Kind of cute. We'll see if we can get a supply for the New Issues Ser- 



vice. And this reminds me that, whenever you see an unlisted token advertised in The 
Fare Box— a new issue that is— remember that it may well be handled by our New Issues 
Service, and if you're a member of N.I.S. you may want to keep that in mind, for usu- 
ally the N.I.S. distributes tokens less expensively than the ads. And sometimes our 
N.I.S. really hits the jackpot. Remember PA 750 BB & BC, which could be obtained 
by making a $5 donation? Well, Joel Reznick had a long conversation with the people 
at Grays Ferry and persuaded them to sell us a quantity at SOC apiece — something like 
that — for our N.I.S. 

Finally, if you order your Atwood-Coffee Catalogue and it doesn't arrive within, 
say, 30 days after you mail your check, please write and let me know and I'll send you 
another copy immediately. We've lost 7 of them in the mall so far. 
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= TRANSPORTATION IN DADE COUNTY , FLORIDA =

The past 20 years have seen Dade County grow into one of the largest counties 
in the country, but at the Turn of the Century it was swamp land and orange groves 
at the end of nowhere. It was not until April 22, 1896, that the county received pas- 
senger service when the Florida East Coast Railroad ran its trains to Miami , a town 
then of a few hundred souls. 

In 1905 a prominent Miami family by the name of Tatum thought it was time Miami 
got a streetcEir line, so they formed the Miami Electric Railway Co, On the tenth an- 
niversary of the incorporation of the City of Miami, July 25, 1906, the Miami Elwtrie 
Railway started operations with two used streetcars from New York City on a single 
track line 14 blocks long. There was, unfortunately, an accident at the power house 
soon afterwards, which shut the line down from January 30 to March 26, 1907. Lack 
of passengers closed down the line for good on September 3, 1907, without its ever 
having issued a token. 

By 1914 however the Tatum family believed Miami was ready for another streetcar 
line, but this time they would vise storage batteries instead of overhead wires, to save 
money. On December 4, 1915, the Miami Traction Company began half-hour service on 
a single-track line with four cars. The company made much of its revenue carrying 
school children, and decided it would be cheaper in the long run to use tokens (FL 530 
A) made of copper, because they could be reused, whereas paper tickets could not be. 
Unfortunately, at 4:30 a.m. on October 27, 1919, the car barn was destroyed by firs 
with all the streetcars in it, thus putting an end to the Miami Traction Company. 

Meanwhile in 1913 John Collins and Carl Fisher founded a town on an island east 
of Miami which they named Miami Beach. In December, 1914, Fisher started a bus line 
to connect Miami Beach with Miami. In the summer of 1917 a county causeway was built 
between the two towns. Idsher obtained a franchise for his Miami Beach Electric Com- 
pany to operate trolleys over this causeway into Miami, said on December 14, 1920, ser- 
vice commence with a 5<!! local fare, and a 10<l! fare into Miami. In 1921 when the local 
fare was increased to 10<t, this company issued two tokens to be used by the people of 
Misuni Beach to save money. FL 540 A was for adults (3 for 25<fc) and FL 540 B was for 
children going to or returning from school (6 for 25*!:). Either token could be used for 
a trip into Miami. 

On April 19, 1923, the trolley interest was separated from the power interest, and 
Miami Beach Railway Company was formed. The following March, Fisher sold both com- 
panies to American Power & Light Company, and the Miami Beach Electric Company be- 
came Florida Power & Light Company, with the trolleys remaining the same. During the 
1930’s, Miami Beach Railway switched to buses on local lines, and on October 17, 1939, 
the last troUey ran between Miami and Miami Beach. 

On January 3, 1922, the City of Miami purchased the streetcar francise from the 
Tatum family for $45,000, so that the City could run its own trolley system. This mun- 
icipal system began service January 11, 1922, with 39 green Birney cars with "City of 
Miami" painted on their sides, serving seven routes. The City of Miami also signed an 
agreement with Miami Beach Electric whereby the latter firm would supply power, crews, 
and service Miami cars in Miami Beach Electric barns. But late in 1925 the City of 
Miami opened its own carbarn and Miami Beach Electric closed down its barn and moved 
in with the City barn. 

The City of Miami never issued any tokens, using paper tickets instead. It 
should be noted also that the City of Miami cars never accepted the tokens, transfers, 
or tickets of any other company, and that its transfers and tickets were good only on 
its own lines . Many problems were caused by the fact that Miami Beach crews operated 
the cars of both systems, and the cars of both were painted green (later yellow) with 
City of Miami cars having their name printed on them in big letters, while Miami Beach 
cars had no name at all on them. But the biggest problem of all was that the fare was 
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different on each company's cars: the City of Miami cars charging 5$; the Miami Beach 
cars charging X0<t, even if one traveled in its cars locally in Miami and did not ride 
over to Miami Beach, 

By law , City of Miami cars could only operate in Miami. In the 1930's the City 
had to extend its boundary six blocks to the north so that it could extend its street 
car line to reach people living there. An unusual line was the Northwest Third Avenue 
line, where one front seat was reserved for white people, and all the rest of the car 
was reserved for black people. On all other lines, the front half of the car was for 
whites and the back half was for blacks. 

On November 16, 1940, the City of Miami gave up its trolley routes, to merge 
with the two largest bus operators: Dunn Bus service, and Miami Transit. This was 
done to keep Miami Beach Railway from running buses in the City of Miami. At this 
time, Miami Transit took over the route to Miami Beach from the Miami Beach Railway 
buses . 

In the early 1920's, George Merrick decided to build a city west of Miami which 
was named Coral Gables . He formed the Coral Gables Utilities Corporation to oversee 
the biailding of this town. But he needed a way to get people from Miami into Coral 
Gables, so he started a trolley system. Coral Gables Rapid Transit Corp. , and on 
April 30, 1925, the first CGRT pink interurban ran into Miami. Persons interested in 
buying land in Coral Gables were given tokens (FL 130 A) which they could use on the 
interurban. Merrick arranged with Miami Beach Railway for the daily operation of his 
line, and its cars were placed in the City of Miami barn at night. 

The land business went bad in 1926, however, and by 1927 Merrick decided that 
the trolley and power system should be sold to the City of Coral Gables. Inasmuch 
as Merrick was the head Commissioner for Coral Gables, this was no problem, and he 
received $1,700,000 for his system on March 9, 1927. The trolley line became the 
Coral Gables Rapid Transit System, and the City built its own barn and took over ac- 
tual operation of the cars from Miami Beach Railway Company. 

In the late 1902’s, the City of Coral Gables sold its pink interurbans to Miami 
Beach Railway and replaced them with blue Birney cars. In the 1930’s the Coral 
Cables system went to buses for its local routes, and issued FL 130 B,C, and D, 
which were used one for a local ride, or two tokens for a ride into Miami. The Coral 
Gables trolley system came to an abrupt end on November 4, 1935, when a violent 
storm hit the Miami area, knocking down most of the Coral Gables overhead wires 
and most of its poles. Instead of rebuilding, it was decided to switch to buses.

On page 177 of the 1 977 Supplement to Atwood's Catalogue there is a note for 
TX 50 F: "5,000 brass tokens, similar to F, were struck in November, 1945, but none 
have ever shown up in collectors' hands." A few months ago Austin Transit was in 
the process of destroying ail its remaining metal tokens. Among them were 5,000 of 
those brass tokens referred to in the note. Apparently they had been sitting in an 
office safe the past 37 years, never having been used, and were now going into the 
melting pot. Not a one had ever been released. 

Well... to make a long story short, a small quantity of them were rescued from 
the melting pot, temporarily. These have been made available to the A.V.A. free 
of charge, but on one condition . We have to sell them to members for $5.00 apiece , 
with all proceecls"g^g to the AVA Postage Fund. All tokens not sold by January 31, 
1983, will be destroyed. This could be a very good token . Order as many as you 
want, and please also send a stamped envelope.

= NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD = 

The Jolly Trolley of Clearwater, FL, seems to be another rubber-tired tourist 
trolley operation. 25,000 specimens were struck by Osborne Coinage Co. The rev- 
erse of this token has the same scene as FL 105 C. 

An article by Gary Pipher on the Johnson City, NY, token appears elsewhere in 
this issue. 

The presentation piece listed this month was presented to Donald Punshon, win- 
ner of The Fare Box Literary Award for 1982 for his article "The Chicago Street Car- 
ettes." 

I have received additional background information on the Cape May, NJ 120 A 
token listed in the August 1982 issue. Service began July 2, 1982, and closed down 
October 3, 1982. Service will resume late in May 1983. So what we have here is a 
resort summer season operation. The route is along Washington Street Mall in down- 
town Cape May to a point in West Cape May. Approximately 5,000 tokens were struck 
by Roger Williams Mint. The New Issues Service will probably handle this issue, but 
we aren't sure If we'll be able to get specimens "off season" or have to wait till next 
summer. 

Several tokens were relisted under another city in the new catalogue and we for- 
got to notify Bob & Anna Butler, compilers of the Token Identifier at the end of the 
book. Thus some designations in the Identifier will not be correct for the new cata- 
logue, through no fault of Bob and Anna. For instance, old NY 395 B,C, were re- 
listed as Hauppage, NY 355 A,B, because several New York collectors said this city 
was more appropriate. The old Sapangbato, P.I. 700 series was relisted under Angeles 
City 50. This is the modern name of the city near Clark Air Force Base. There are 
several other instances, and in due time weMi run a complete list. 

We noted (Vars.) with many listings in the new catalogue. Many other tokens are 
also known to exist with varieties which are not noted. The principal reason was that 
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we didn't want to use an extra line just to put (Vars.) We were trying to keep the new 
catalogue as compact as possible. Volume III, the Codsoe variety catalogue, will have 
thousands of photos of die varieties, and that will be the final word of (Vars.) when it 
comes out. A picture is worth a thousand words. 

I still have nearly two dozen modern new issues to list, but 1 lack background in- 
formation and cash value, and I don't like to list a token until we know its fare and 
have some information about it. Please refer again to my comments on page 108 of the 
Augu^ issue.

= THE JOHNSON CITY TAXI = 

By Gary Pipher 

About one year ago we had a customer in our coin store with a handful of coins and 
tokens. He was a retired grocer and had saved these Items for years. In this group of 
nothing was a little brass token inscribed JOHNSON / (ORNAMENT) / CITY / (ORNA- 
MENT) / TAXI =ONE / 35C / RIDE 

The token is B 18 Sd with a beaded border on both sides. Since the grocer knew I 
collected tokens from New York State he gave it to me. We traded coins that he needed 
for his other goodies and he left. He has never been back. He stated that someone had 
been in his grocery store and purchased some goods. The person had little money so he 
accepted this token in trade for merchandise. 

After many hours in the local library looking thru Binghamton city directories, I 
have pieced together the following information about the Johnson City Taxi. 

The taxi was originally owned and run by a local man and his family. James J. 
Zacharias is first mentioned in the directories as a shoeworker. Johnson City is the 
home of Endicott Johnson Shoe Co. , known throughout the world. He probably worked 
for them making shoes. He worked there from 1922 to 1929. Living in Johnson City at 
various addresses he is first listed as a chauffeur in 1929. His place of employment isn't 
listed from 1929 to 1934. In 1935 he and his wife Margret moved to 7 Avenue D in the 
city and started up a taxicab company. The name of the firm is not listed; 1943 is the 
first listing of Johnson City Taxi in the directories. He is listed as the owner with his 
wife. In 1944 his son Robert became a driver for the company. There is an ad for his 
cab company at 7 Avenue D along with an ad for another local taxi called Superior Taxi 
in the 1946 Binghamton city directory on page 50. In 1947 James J. is listed as Presi- 
dent and Treasurer, Robert is listed as Vice-President, and wife Margret is now the 
Secretary. The listing remains the same until 1953. I have ads from the local yellow 
pages for 1947-48 & 1956-57 for this company. In 1953 another son, James R. is Ested 
as a chauffeur. In 1954 Robert is no longer listed but a Shirley is, as Telephone Opera- 
tor for the firm. The firm remained at 7 Avenue D as long as the Zacharias family owned 
it. 

Between 1955 and 1956 the Zacharias family disappears from the directories and 
where they went is unknown. The 1956 listing now has E(dward) Howard Jr. as owner 
of Johnson City Taxi Co, Inc. , and the location is now 11 Avenue D. Avenue D is a 
small street with four or five buildings on it. Under Mr. Howard's name in the direc- 
tory is a fisting in 1956 as an employee of the taxi firm. In 1957 he is sole owner and 
manager of the company. He continued to run it until 1960. The last listing for the 
cab company is in 1960 with a 15 Avenue D location. At that time Mr. Howard is also 
the owner of the City Cab Co. , located in Binghamton. He still runs that firm and I 
know of no tokens ever issued by them. In 1962 another cab company was fisted at 
3 Avenue D: Whalen's Taxicab Co. , which is still going. 

Mr. Howard failed to reply to my certified letter, in which I asked him about the 
Johnson City Taxi. I assume that he didn't issue the token only because the name on 
the token is Johnson City Taxi , and when he operated it is was listed as Johnson City 
Taxi Company, Inc. We shall never know.

They are inscribed CHAMPAIGN-URBANA MASS TRANSIT DISTRICT (LOGO) 
FOR INFORMATION, CALL 384-8188 in white letters on the convex side; the concave 
side Is blank. They were made in blue with a hole for a key chain, and in red without 
the hole. MTD, In an advertising campaign, called these things "Super Tokens," and 
they were good for free rides on August 28 and 29 only. They were passes. The pas- 
senger simply showed it to the driver, and retained it, and he could ride free. They 
were given away free at an Information booth on the University of Illinois campus on 
August 26 and 27. No we won't list them as passes, but they deserve a mention here. 

David Burnette sent for my inspection an interesting Item ; it is DC 500 P, ex- 
cept that it has the reverse of DC 500 C, with a "2" instead of a "3" on It. All the 
years I lived in D.C., I never saw one of those. A muling? We'll list it as a pattern.

The citizens of Beamsville, Ontario, organized an ’’Old Boys” and ’’Old Girls” Re- 
union in 1908. It was held late in September in conjunction with the annual fall fair. 
Former Beamsville residents returned from all parts of Canada and from many states of 
the Union to the south. 

Beamsville, located on Lake Ontario, is about 40 km from the U.S. border. In 
1908 it had a population of about 700. In 1970 it became a part of the new town of Lin- 
coln, population about 14,000. 

For Many years Edward J. Amiss hauled the mail from the Grand Trunk Railway 
station to the postoffiee. He also operated a small bus line. As a souvenir of the 1908 
reunion Mr. Amiss had a 25mm aluminum struck for the use of his bus passengers. On 
obverse it has BEAMSVILLE / BUS / LINE / B.3. AMISS / SEPT. 1908 and on reverse 
it has GOOD FOR / ONE / RIDE 



The above article is reprinted from the Canadian Token together with the draw- 
ings of the token, which was pictured in an old magazine article. At the time Ken 
wrote the above article, he knew of the existence of none of the tokens. However, 
in a letter from him just received by me, he reports that one of his readers owns sev- 
eral of the tokens, and showed him one of them.

= NOTES BY HAROLD V, FORD = 

Foster Pollack found the Housatonic Railroad token, making a total of 9 different 
tokens known now in this series. These tokens were issued to section men, whose job 
it was to walk along and inspect the track between two towns. The token brought the 
man back to the town from which he started. These are ail extremely rare tokens, 
used back in the 1S80's and 1890's. 
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The Connecticut Turnpike has barriers every 8 to 15 miles (my estimate). As 
you get farther east from the metropolitan areas the distance between them gets great- 
er. This turnpike does have free entrances and exits. Some years ago 1 visited Don 
Mazeau, a native to the area who knows the territory. He sbosed me how the locals 
use a portion of the turnpike free by entering and exiting at the right places in order 
to avoid the toll, a right of the state taxpayer! This token went on sale a couple of 
weeks ago, but was not accepted for use until November 15 of this year, “^hey sell 
them in rolls of >10 tokens for $7.00. The cash toll is 35C. The New Issues Service 
will distribute this token to its members. Translation of the Latin motto on reverse, 
p^ Editor Coffee: "He IGod] Who Brought Us Here Will Sustain Us," Size of the 
token is 22. 35mm, per the Freiberg micrometer. 

The Calhoun- Rumsey Bridge token was mentioned in the Editor's notes on page 
2 of the January 1981 Fare Box. Jerry Schaeper made a token -hunting trip recently 
in western Kentucky and discovered another specimen. He states that the bridge 
connected the two small McLEAN County towns, crossing the Green River. The die 
work on this token, with a B hanging in its center, would date it from the period 
of World War 1 or later, so Editor Coffee suggests a conservative value for it, for 
now. Mr. Coffee wrote the editor of a local newspaper there last summer, but did 
not receive a reply. 

Several years back Jack Backora reported owning a token like OH 210 A but in 
bronze. We didn't list it at the time because we always want to see a token when the 
only difference between a listed token and a new one Is brass or bronze. Mr, Coffee 
recently purchased both specimens from Mr. Backora, and confirms that there is a 
bronze token, as well as a brass token. 

We have finally received sufficient evidence to list the very non-descriptive 
issue from Coshocton with nothing but a "C" on it. Coshocton City Lines, operated 
by Paul Freehiil, existed in the late 1940's and early 1950's at 1518 North Street. 

This token was stamped out on a punch press by a local machine shop and was good 
for a 10<J fare. Bob Saxon obtained the listed token late in 1951 when he collected 
transfers and wrote many transit operations. Bob Thomas, the new owner of the 
token, finally sent us verification that this was a fare issue, so we are now listing 
but not giving ti a very high catalogue value, because tokens that lack any indica- 
tion on them that they were used on a transportation facility or were good for fare 
just are not that desirable. But, then, this is a personal decision for each of us. 

The new loll token from El Paso is used on the international Good Neighbor 
Bridge on Stanton Street, connecting El Paso, Texas, with Juarez, Mexico, it is 
sold in rolls of 40 tokens for $8.00. Our New Issues Service will distribute this one 
to its members. 

Leo Warren published an ad in a San Antonio newspaper and came up with the 
two new listings for Kelly AFB. We doubt if we've listed the last of this series. Leo 
also picked up an interesting TX Misc 1000 token meal check similar to, but still 
different from, the meal check already listed. Will list as soon as we get a good rub- 
bing of it and confirmation of color. 

The Peshtigo, Wl, token is a depotel. Since we lack historical background and 
do not know If this issue has been fully researched, we are assigning a conservative 
value for the present. 

The Unidentified listing was pictured on page 129 of the October Fare Box. Our 
Editor picked it up at auction. 

The Border Cities token from Windsor, Ontario, is similar to the brass tokens in 
this series. Probably this, new denomination was struck in aluminum to differentiate 
it from the brass 50C token, which is the same size. 

i have reports that some solid tokens in copper and brass, similar to the listed 
Puerto Rico 998 A, are showing up, though apparently not from Puerto Rico. We are 
not able to get a reply out of San Juan, so don't know if these are being used, or 
what. The Freiberg files lack an address for this Authority, so perhaps one of the 
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AVA members in Puerto Rico, or someone from up here who goes down there on a 
visit, can inquire about these 22mm tokens. Frankly we don't know what they're 
using down there now. 

At the AVA Convention in Boston last August a series of 7 different 32mm solid 
aluminum tokens were being sold. These were issued by Chapion's Auto Ferry of 
Algonac, Ml. Also two ads appeared in the October Fare Box offering these tokens 
for sale. I haven't listed them because 1 still don't have background information 
with respect to which of the tokens are still in use and which are not in use, and 
which tokens were used for what purpose and what fare. Frankly I hate to see 
modern tokens listed for sale in this publication before listing. The collector public 
is buying tokens without knowledge as to the Issues which are being offered.

= THE GOGEBIC COUNTY TRANSIT TOKEN = 

By Bruce K. Cox 

A red plastic token, octagonal 28mni with center hole, inscribed GOGEBIC / 
COUNTY / TRANSIT / ONE RIDE in white letters with blank reverse, was in use 
from March thru September, 1982, in Gogebic County, Michigan. These tokens 
were issued by the Gogebic-Ontonagon Community Action Agency, and were dis- 
tributed free of charge at senior citizen dinners. So although the tokens carry the 
inscription of Gogebic County Transit, they were actually issued by the Community 
Action Agency with the cooperation of the transit system. 

The token program was made possible by a Title III-B Program grant. Tokens 
were accepted by the Gogebic County Public Transportation System bus drivers. At 
the end of each month they were sent back to the Community Action Agency for re- 
demption. The most common fare charge was 400, followed by 750 (Wakefield to Iron- 
wood), $1, and 800. 

The Gogebic County Public Transportation System began operations November 
3, 1981. Its headquarters is in a recently constructed brick building at 100 E. Aur- 
ora Street in Ironwood, Michigan. 

2,500 of these plastic tokens were manufactured by the Plastic Tag & Trade 
Check Company of Essexville, Michigan. The use of the tokens was discontinued in 
September, 1982, because not enough of them were bring circulated. They have 
been replaced with paper tickets. 

A supply of these tokens has been made available to Hemphill's New Issues Ser- 
vice, and so it will be distributed to members of the New Issues Service. Collectors 
who are not in the New Issues Service, or who wish some extras, may purchase them 
directly from me for 250 apiece plus a stamped envelope. All money received will go 
to the Community Action Agency. Address me at^

Below to the left are photographs on Ontario 950 E, the aluminum 40*? Border Cit- 
ies token listed this month. There is an excellent article about these tokens in the April, 
*1965, issue of The Fare Box. The tokens were used In 1926 and 1927. For years it was 
assumed that these tokens were from somewhere in Texas! We learned the correct origin 
after a friend of Ken Palmer reported that his children had, back in 1940, found some of 
these tokens while playing in a garbage can in Windsor! After further investigation it 
was proven they were from Windsor when a full-page ad was discovered in a Windsor 
City Directory for 1926-27. 

Next to the Ontario token is a 2x enlarged photo (as are all photos on this page) 
of the Puerto Rico token mentioned by Hal Ford on page 147 of this Issue. The token 
is the same on both sides. Toby Frisbee found three sets of these tokens (bronze and 
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brass) in an accumulation of several thousand tokens which he recently purchased. 

To the left below is a photo of TX 320 H, listed this month. The token is the 
same on both sides and has a reeded edge. Next to it is Unidentified #182 listed in 
September. The token is really 19mm; it was incorrectly listed as 2ftnm in the Sep- 
tember Supplement.

He tells me that dues have been coming in really well since we 
sent out notices with the last Issue. For myself, I believe that 1983 would not be the 
year to leave the AVA. New tokens are coming out more often than at any time in 
years, and If you don't get THE FARE BOX you won't know about them, to say no 
tWng of all the other things you also won't know about, if you aren't with us in '83. 

As I reported last month, this is the last issue for which I shall be typing the 
ads. From now on, please mail your ads directly to Robert A. Johnson - 5 Sanford 
Avenue - Baltimore, MD 21228. His address is all over this Issue, so you don't have 
any excuse for not knowing it. I've typed it so often for this issue that I already 
have it memorized. Mr. Johnson asked me to stress that "ads must be clear, under- 
standable, and free from possible misinterpretation." Now, to be frank, and let's 
face it, some members have sent me ads that are kind of hard to decipher, and on 
occasion I've just guessed at what was scribbled on a sheet. Please print your ad, 
or type it, and make sure it Is very understandable. If In doubt ask a non-collector 
to read It to see if he knows what you're trying to get across. I would suggest also 
that you write "Fare Box Ad" in the lower left corner of the envelope to that Mr. 
Johnson won't get ads confused with his other mail. Up to 6 lines pier issue, but 
don't run the same ad more than once, please. Change it at least a little each time. 
Ads for the January issue must be in Baltimore by January 15. Any received after 
that will be held for the February issue. 

Bill Garrison writes that, after a long correspondence, he has persuaded the 
proprietor of Noah's Ark, who issued the token pictured on Page 130 of the October 
Fare Box, to sell us 175 of them for Hemphills' New Issues Service. So NIS members 
will, in due time, receive that attractive and very wordy token. 20,000 of them were 
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struck and they went into use (* 7/1/82), being good for $2 rides on race cars, bum- 
per boats, a water slide, and somethjhg called a "Honda Odyssey." 

Richard Wentworth, who wrote the article about token collecting for The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, recently returned from a trip to Holland. While in Hilversum 
he obtained a parking token currently in use there. It is WM 26 Ch, inscribed 
PHILLIPS PARKING SYSTEMS on both sides. I don’t know if this is a stock token or 
what, but he did give me the token. 

Forrest Rambo, AVA #1740, sends rubbings of two parking tokens which are now 
being used at Olln Memorial Hospital on Michigan State University campus in East Lan- 
sing, and in meters at the veterinary clinic, and In the gate at the Clinical Center In 
the Life Science Center, on the same campus. From the rubbing both seem to be 23mm. 
Both are brass. One is inscribed CLINICAL CENTER / MSU on obverse, with blank 
reverse. The other is inscribed VETERINARY / M.S.U. / MEDICINE on obverse, and 
GOOD ONLY / IN / PARKING METERS on reverse. 

In this issue we have another Supplement to Hemphill’s Catalogue of AVA Personal 
Tokens. Copies of this book were printed with a large subsidy from the AVA Tribute 
Fund, so are available to members at less than cost. The book is loose-leaf, with a 
page for each member so it is possible to keep it perpetually up to date. The pages, 
punched for loose-leaf binder, are available for only $5 postpaid from Joel Reznick - 
208 South LaSalle St. - Suite 1510 - Chicago, IL 60604. 

John Fleer writes that he receivedmore than enough orders for the special AVA 
loose-leaf binders for the new Atwood-Coffee Catalogue.

30, via UPS, to all who ordered them. Incidentally, we still have about a dozen loose- 
leaf versions of the Catalogue available for $14 postpaid. After that, no more loose- 
leaf copies, forever. 

This will be the last notice of the availability of TX 50 M, which AVA members 
may order for $5 +SAE from the Editor. After January 31, all tokens will be de- 
stroyed. This is one token which can be obtained oniy from the AVA, and only until 
January 31. This is a nice way to help out the AVA and get a nice bonus for doing 
so, because that $5 goes right into our Postage Fund. After January 31, I'll announce 
how much the Fund was enriched by sales of this token, 

Yosef Sa'ar writes from Elat, Israel, that the numismatic library of the late AVA 
member F.J. Bingen, of Holland, was sold at auction last September by Jacques Schul- 
man of Amsterdam. Joe writes that "I obtained his K.E. Smith 1967 Catalogue, anno- 
tated with lOO’s of photos added! A real prize!" 

Kenneth Smith reports a stock amusement ride token which is now in use all over 
the U.S. at Aladin's Castle Amusement Arcades. "So far," he writes, "we know of 351 
of these amusement centers across the country all using the same tokens." The token 
costs $1, dispensed by putting a $1 bill in a machine and getting out a token. You put 
the token in a turnstile, and board a simulated "space ride." The token is B 29 Sd, 
picture of Aladin's head on obverse, and picture of Aladin's Castie on reverse. Sim- 
ilar tokens, smaller in size, are used to play video games. Not a real ride token, but 
In an allied category. We won't list It, but some collectors may want one anyway. 

Cliff Brehan found an interesting token in Port Angeles, WA, last week. It's 
A 38 Sd, inscribed RAINIER TAXI / MAIN / 1415 / LIMOUSINES AND / TOURING CARS / 
I5t / CASH OR TRADE [on obverse, and ] MAIN / 1415 [on reverse]. This item would 
definitely date from the 1930' s or before. "Touring cars" is a term not used after 1940 
or thereabouts. Cliff suggested Tacoma or Seattle as an origin. Kean tell him It is not 
from Tacoma, because no self-respecting taxi would call itself "Rainier Taxi" in Tacoma 
before World War 11. "Rainier" was a dirty word in Tacoma, then, because Seattle took 
the old Indian name "Mount Tacoma" and changed it to "Mount Rainier.'^ Nothing in 
Tacoma ever used that word until they realized the battle was lost, after World War II. 
Looks like a nice token, but probably a Miscellaneous 1000 listing. 
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On Page 93 of the July Fare Box ! mentioned a ski lift token from Australia :hat 
John Nicolosi had acquired from AVA member Colin Tindall, who is a judge in that coun- 
try. I wrote Mr. Tindall to see if t could get one of the tokens. He wrote back ;hat 
it is impossible to obtain any more of these tokens, which were struck in small qtanti- 
‘ties, but he was able to send me his last extra of the token, as well as another one 
for the Novice Ski Hi ft. Needless to say it made my day to receive these two beaijties, 
which are used in the mountains of the State of Victoria, in Australia. The notic » tok- 
en is WM 29 Sd, and I am running 2x photos of the token below. Mr. Tindall ask sd me 
to express his regrets that he would not be able to obtain any more of the tokens for 
other collectors. 



A couple of weeks ago I acquired TX 420 B, which is my favorite kind of token: 
a big depotel with lots of interesting inscription. It always improves my outlook on life 
when I pick up a token like this, and to celebrate, here are 2x photos of it belowi: 




I received a delightful letter from Syd Joseph 
not long ago, and he included excellent lx photos 
of KS 680 'F. At least I think It's 680 F. He Wasn't 
sure if it was Db or F. Looks like F to me. Hardly 
any two Neodesha tokens are alike. They apparent- 
ly were constantly reordering tokens. But one 
thing nearly all of them do have in common is the 
filled die in the beadwork around "25" on reverse. 
To the left are Syd's excellent exact-size photos of 
this classic rarity.

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> - THE CONNECTICUT /NEW YORK CITY TOKEN WAR = 

Connecticut officials had few troubles in November with the start-up of the new 
token system for tolls along the Connecticut Turnpike. Things moved smoothly until 
the third day, when officials of the New York Transit Authority confirmed that the tok- 
ens had been turning up in the City subway turnstiles. 

The new turnpike tokens are practically the same size as the current subway token 
[NY 630 AT] only .005" larger, but of far less value. The Connecticut Turnpike token 
costs 17^0 when purchased in rolls of 40; the subway fare is 754. 

With both sides passing the blame for the mix-up, Connecticut officials said that 
they had no plans to stop selling the tokens (10,000,000) that had been minted. More 
than two million were already in circulation. 

The first prisoners were taken in the war of the tokens on their third day of of- 
ficial usage. Ten persons were arrested during a rush hour stakeout at the subway turn- 
stiles in Grand Central Terminal. The fare cheaters were charged with unlawful use of a 
slug, a Class B Misdemeanor punishable by six months in jail and a $500 fine. 

Mayor Koch of New York City has contacted Gov. William O'Neill of Connecticut in 
an effort to resolve the token war. The high level diplomatic efforts have failed. How- 
ever, meetings between aides to find a solution still continue. One New York transit 
official said the whole crisis would most likely blow over next month if subway fares 
went to $1.00 as expected. Then, he said, the old tokens with the cut-out Y [NY 630 
AS] wovild be brought back into use. 


Dozens of members have sent newspaper clippings from all over the country about 
the Great Token War, and one member submitted the above very excellent and profes- 
sional article about it. Unfortunately he didn't put his name on the article and I must 
confess I don't remember who wrote it. Write and tell me and I'll see that you get credit 
and our gratitude! 

The latest word on the Token War is that Roger Williams Mint of A ttleboro , Massa- 
chusetts, manufacturer of both the New York subway token and the Connecticut Turn- 
pike token, has offered to "make changes" in the Connecticut tokens that would cause 
them "to jam the New York turnstiles , allowing police to arrest those using the wrong 
coins." It will be intriguing to see exactly what they plan to do to the turnpike tokens. 
I can imagine only that they might trim the size, put collars on them, punch large 
holes in them, or coat them with a heavy magnetic substance. The "untreated" tokens 
may eventually turn out to be scarce items. 

= NEW YORK TOKEN TRIVET AVAILABLE = 

Just received from Its manufacturer is something called a "Token Trivet." This 
is a solid brass, three-legged (rubber legs) perfect replica of NY 630 AS (reverse). 

The resemblance to the actual 23mm token is uncanny. The item Is six inches in dia- 
meter with a Y cut-out. and stands about 3/4" above the surface it is placed on. It 
may be used for resting hot dishes or coffee pots or the like, or may be hung on a 
wall. I really like it.

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magnet. Mine doesn't. C.R. Clark obtained a supply of these for the New Issues Ser- 
vice. 

We finally list the Bloomington, I L, student fare token now that we know Its value. 
15,000 of them were struck by Meyer & Wenthe. The NIS, with help from its Illinois 
connections, was able to obtain a supply and background data. Thanks to Bill Garri- 
son and Joel ReznickI 

The two Massachusetts issues were discovered by Joel Reznick while he was in 
Boston for the AV A Convention. Trolley Tours of Boston (329 W. 2nd St. , South 
Boston, MA 02127) operates year round in Boston, and during the summer tourist sea- 
son on Martha's Vineyard. The New Issues Service will handle these two tokens. 

Details on the Ironwood, Ml, token were published on Page 148 of the November 
1982 Fare Box. The N.I.S. will handle this token. Others may obtain specimens by 
sending 25C each +SAE to Bruce K. Cox - 715 Hancock St. - Wakefield, Ml 49968. 

Clara Migley reports the new red plastic general public issue by Lancaster's 
only taxi service. ..Safe-Way Taxi Co. , which operates with some help from a small 
U.S. Government subsidy since It is the only public transportation service available 
in the community. The green plastic senior citizen tokens are still bdng used. 

The McDonald's Restaurants of Knoxville own and operate an authentic replica 
of a trolley in the downtown area of the city, Monday thru Saturday from 9 a.m. to 
6 p.m. A rider may purchase a token on the trolley for 25<?, or may obtain one from 
a downtown merchant who purchases advertising on the trolley, free to hand out to 
customers. This issue was intended to commemorate the Knoxville World's Fair but 
will continue In use after the Fair closes. The N.I.S. will handle this token. 

The 4th denomination of the Quanah-Eldorado Bridte Co. was found by Terry 
Perkins at a flea market. This toll bridge crossed the Red River and tokens were 
used circa the early 1920's according to Ralph Freiberg's files. 

The Unidentified 184 and 185 listings were recently offered via auction. Our 
Editor asked for, and received, rubbings of the tokens prior to the auction. I would 
like to know who are the new owners of the tokens, for the Census. John Nicolosi 
picked up #186 via a trade. It Is obviously a depotel token circa 1900-1925 per die 
work. 

We have a number of modern Canadian tokens to list but lack sufficient Inform- 
ation as to value and/or availability , plus address, in order to list them. Kitchener, 
Ont. , has issued a brass park & bus token. Lakeland Go-Karts of Hamilton, Ont. , 
issued two plastic tokens. A Go-Kart operation at Mount Hope, Ont. , issued a 60mm 
token with a VOmm hole near the edge, painted orange. Family Kartway Ltd., pos- 
sibly of Peterboro, or Bowmanville, Ont. , issued two plastic tokens. Ben-Mar One Lap 
Drive at Your Own Risk issued a number of large square plastic tokens in different 
colors, possibly Brantford, Ont. Mississauga Transit (Ontario) issued an orange plas- 
tic token sponsored by the businessmen of the Westwood Mall. I would appreciate ad- 
ditional information before listing these tokens, and hope that our Canadian members 
will be able to supply specimens of the tokens for our New Issues Service. I haven't 
received any of the above tokens for listing purposes. 

The new Connecticut Turnpike token, listed last month as CT 70 A, has caused 
quite a flap in New York City because it fits into subway turnstiles where the token 
fare is 75C. The Turnpike token sells at 17i'f‘ This problem has resulted in national 
publicity, and inasmuch as Roger Williams Mint struck both the subway token and the 
Turnpike token, they have been asked to “do something about it." Latest informa- 
tion is that Roger Williams will "alter" the Connecticut tokens so they won't fit in sub- 
way turnstiles, although they won't say how. The original "unaltered" Turnpike tok- 
ens, as a consequence, may end up being good ones for us. 

Chris O'Connor picked up at a New York flea market a 23mm bronze solid token 
inscribed HUNTINGTON COACH CORP. on obverse, with blank reverse. Before we 
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llst such a token, of course, we'd have to know if it's a regular NY 395 issue, or a pat- 
tern, or a token used for something other than transportation. 

Bill Garrison sends along additional information on the Cape May, NJ 120 A token 
listed in August. His source states that 5,000 tokens were struck by Roger Williams 
•Mint. Tokens were first used 7/2/82 (although AVA members had specimens prior to 
that date). Cash fare is 75C, tokens sold at 10 for $5, for a 3-mlle ride up and down 
the beach at Cape May, from June thru September. I have had a backlog of modern 
issues to list (we are getting caught up with the present Supplement except for Can- 
adian issues) but operate under pressure to get tokens listed by our Editor, or hold- 
ing up listing until sufficient background data are received prior to listing. I goofed 
on this one. Catalogue value should be 75^.

= THE CHAMPION AUTO FERRY COMPANY TOKENS OF ALGONAC, MICHIGAN = 

Not far in the distant past the Champion Auto Ferry started using six different 
colors of aluminum tokens on their ferries. The ferry company chose to use five dif- 
ferent colors, but ended up with six colors from the token manufacturer. The orange 
token was a color variation of the gold token, so both the orange and gold-colored to- 
kens were sold and used at their going price . 

The original six colors are as follows, with their use and costs: 

RED was an employee token, and is still used. 

SILVER was a round-trip token, sold mainly to island visitors and tourists. 

This token was. and still is, sold on a one-at-a-time basis and is stiU used. 

Its value was $1 originally, but is now $1.50. 

GOLD and ORANGE tokens are now obsolete. They were used as commuter tok- 
ens. sold in lots of 100 for :i$75. 

BLUE was a commuter token sold in lots of 50 for $41. This is now obsolete. 

GREEN was a commuter token, sold in lots of IB for $13.50, and is now obsolete. 

Early in 1982 the Michigan Public Service Commission granted the ferry company 
a fare increase. The islanders, mostly commuters, bitterly protested and proceeded to 
buy up all the tokens with the understanding that the company would have to honor 
them. 

However, the ferry company now issued the PURPLE token, selling at 100 for $1, 
which reflected the new fare increase. But the folks living on the island continued 
their protest, and refused to turn in the tokens they had hoarded, towards new ones, 
and they also refijsed to pay the difference in fare. 

At this point the Public Service Commission entered the picture again, and ruled 
that all outstanding commuter tokens were obsolete, as of June 12, 1982. 

So there we have all seven tokens, and why four of them had a very brief usage. 
The values (cost) per token would be as follows: RED, non-revenue; GOLD or ORANGE 
75«; BLUE 82*1!; GREEN 84<|!. PURPLE , current at $1. 

If you have seen sets of these ferry tokens it is plain to see that the most used 
token appears to be the silver round-trip one , no doubt due to being carried in the 
pockets of the ferry operators, and used over and over in the course of a day. 

The above eoccellent explanatory article was received by the Editor awhile back with, 
unfortunately , no name on it, and I apologize for not remembering who sent it in, 1 
do get so much mail that if something lacks a name, you may be sure Pll forget who 
sent it. The tokens in question were being sold at the AVA Boston Convention, gen- 
erally for $12 a set or thereabouts , but ads in THE FARE BOX have appeared offering 
them for less than that, I doubt if they will be handled by the New Issues Service, 
but now that we have the full story I trust they will be listed next month.

= INSIGHTS BY ARNOLD KOROTKIN = 

One can never tell where or when a vecturist will obtain new insights into his 
avocation. As a case in point I shall describe two philatelic events held during the 
month of October. These events provided vecturists with the opportunity to broaden 
their historical knowledge about transportation systems and to add a new dimension to 
the hobby through related philatelic material. 

The first event, LISDA '82, was sponsored by the Long Island Chapter of the 
American Stamp Dealers Association (ASDA) in celebration of the 148th Anniversary 
of the Long Island Railroad (LIRR) . The railroad was originally chartered on April 
24, 1834. Since that date it has grown into one of the nation's busiest commuter lines 
connecting communities throughout Long Island with New York City. The Atwood- 
Coffee Catalogue lists one transportation token (NY 631 S) for the LIRR which was 
issued in connection with the New York World’s Fair in 1964. To commemorate the 
LIRR's anniversary a souvenir card was issued at LISDA '82 which was held October 
29-31 in Hempstead, N.Y. The souvenir card can be obtained by mail for $3 from 
LISDA '82 - American Stamp Dealers Association - 5 Dakota Drive - Lake Success, 

NY 11042. 

The second event, CORTPEX '82 was sponsored by the Cortlandt Stamp Club 
(CSC) and was held on October 23. It marked the 75th Anniversary of the first 
trolley line between Westchester and Putnam Counties in New York. The first trolley 
on this Mne was inaugurated on June 4, 1890. A search through the Atwood-Coffee 
Catalogue indicated no record of this line issuing TT’s. To commemorate the 75th 
Anniversary of this service a special cachet, depicting a "P.L. & R.R.C." trolley 
car which was used on the line, was issued at CORTPEX '82. The cachet can be ob- 
tained from the CSC, Box 115, Montrose, NY T0548 for 50<? + long SAE. 

I trust that readers of THE FARE BOX wiU find the items described above of 
interest.
